It doesn't matter 
that wealthy people in the west give billions to crush these children and their 
families. It comes from taxpayers, oligarchs, moguls and millions of ordinary 
people who donate to the crusade to control the holy land and indeed the world. 


One side plies you with drugs and alcohol, the other uses pitch-in dinners - both 
assault your brain with persuasive arguments, implied threats and promises of 
glory, grandeur or revelations. They are all in it for themselves my friend, they are 
in it for their gain and you are their currency.

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most advanced weapons in the world. 

Our boys are trained on the football fields and baseball diamonds that winning is 
everything and that physical prowess is the greatest of virtues. It reminds me of the 
quote attributed to Lord Wellington, that “the battle of Waterloo was won on the 
playing fields of Eton." Smart kids are considered nerds, while the top athletes are 
treated as privileged characters starting as early as grade school. The “lower” 
working class see the military as offering a great opportunity. This is no surprise, 
since they are as drawn to the military's promise of lifetime employment and to our 
culture of conspicuous consumption as anyone else. They re-enlist at high rates in 
the military and "serve proudly" as do the descendents of Scotch Irish Indian 
fighters, Irish civil war soldiers and Hessian mercenaries. 

Yes, there truly is a price for freedom, but there is also a price for imperial hubris 
and for 5 % of the worlds population to insist on consuming and ultimately 
controlling 25 % of the worlds oil. It is fortunate for the war mongers that young 
people can be so easily convinced that they are the righteous “defenders of freedom” 
and not just religious and corporate mercenaries. Yes, we have toppled terrible 
regimes, but we have often seen then (and in some cases colluded) replaced with 
corrupt new leaders. We also, almost routinely, allow equally brutal regimes to go 
about their business unscathed, because they do not have the resources we crave or 
threaten our religious sensitivities.

If the time comes when martial law is declared, I pray that the USA will prove to be 
something better than other countries, which have herded the populace up and sent 
them to work camps or worse.

Will the U.S. be rewarded for its actions in the ME or will it be punished? Over the 
centuries, we seem to have been rewarded for our military adventures... or at least 
we’ve benefited economically. 

What does it mean that “the meek will inherit the earth?” It looks more and more 
as if women, who to some seem meek, are inheriting the earth. I prefer to interpret 
“meek” as meaning all peace loving people? 

The stories of barbaric punishments in the ME, Pakistan, Afghanistan etc. are 
utterly repulsive. A while back, there was a story about a young woman who was 
gang raped as punishment for something her brother did. Is this an isolated 
incident by a rogue, vicious tribal chief or council, or is it the norm there? Either 
way, it should be stopped and those guilty should be held accountable. Please 
cousins, stop mistreating your people, especially your lovely women... I pray that 
God will guide you down a more gentle path and bless you for it. 

The Sunnis remind me of fundamentalist Christians in general and the Wahabis 
remind me of the most extreme Christian. The Japanese remind me of the 
Mormons, both are somewhat cult like, but then aren’t all religions and 
homogeneous societies?

My God, between Wolf Blitzer, Aaron Brown, Oliver North, 
Bill O’Reilly, Crossfire, Hannity and Combs, Meet the Press, etc., all they seem to 
talk about are the numerous threats to the U.S.A. and what we should do about 
them. I guess with all this talk, there’s bound to be plenty of support for the 
military actions that “keep us safe”, or that at least result in keeping “foreigners” 
pissed off at us. Maybe the MIC (Military Industrial Complex) wants, or requires 
that in order to feel needed by the people. Actually we began working on a MIC the 
day the Pilgrims set foot on Plymouth Rock... and we’ve never looked back. The 
few that couldn’t hack it went to Canada or elsewhere.

Excuse me if I’m not as enthusiastic about this “adventure” as you are, although I’ll 
admit that Saddam was a tyrant and a murderer. There are, by the way, lots of 
murderous tyrants around, just not many with lots of oil and a grudge against 
Israel. Anyway, your goals and your world view are different than mine. I’m 
becoming a bit disillusioned with your current form of democracy, it’s either my 
Muslim side, or your abandonment of the Constitution. You seem willing to accept 
the beehive, nanny state, while I feel quite stifled by it... maybe I just need more 
practice? 

Iraq may end up aligned more with Iran than with Syria and presumably the 
Neocons were aware of this possibility from the start. Did they deem it acceptable 
and preferable to the status quo? Perhaps the prospect was seen as just another 
avenue of dividing and conquering the Muslim world and giving the west even more 
time to prepare for whatever the future might hold. 

Term limits for the president and four year terms, would be a good "check and 
balance" on the two crime syndicates that run the country. It may limit at least 
slightly the amount of mischief the gang of thieves in power can commit. 

These presidents, mullahs, defense ministers, insurgents and soldiers in uniform... 
(yes soldiers in uniform) are doing what they think is best, but they’re killing a lot of 
innocent people in the process. Is this really the best way to solve our problems? 

The president tells us that we’re “all in this together... we’re a team, stay on 
course”, I think it’s mostly based on lies, propaganda and double speak. It’s no 
surprise the extremist religious leaders are on board and enthusiastically doing their 
part... after all they’re the best at getting the people to believe stories and play 
follow the leader. Not that the church doesn’t do some good work along the way... 
but it reminds me of this quote: As much as I love America’s; mountains, prairies, 
forests, coastlines, deserts, cities and people, that pales with my love for the 
principles of; freedom, individual rights and equality, which I hope can be 
preserved. 

At some point, I hope that American men turn just a little bit "Muslim" and 
Muslims turn a little bit American and that a proper balance is found in both 
societies. The Arab world has oppressed its women and needs to give them equality, 
but it should not give them control — meanwhile American men need to stop 
enforcing laws that erode their property and child custody rights. I hope that we 
move in the direction of a more balanced system where everyone has full rights to 
the fruit of their labor and equal rights to raising and sharing custody of their 
children. 

Is America the greatest country in the world? Possibly... but I think many countries 
are eligible to enter the competition for that title. The USA has many good points, 
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but it also is beset by problems and has made serious historical mis-steps. It has a 
huge violent crime rate, sexual predators molesting and abducting children at 
record numbers, a huge prison population, violence on TV, violent video games 
marketed to teenagers, a history of slavery and genocide of its native people. Maybe 
that’s why so many of us crow about how great we are... it makes us feel better. It 
seems that many of the loudest crows are people that have never been to another 
country. 

I’m half Arab and rejoice in that, although I’m opposed to a number of things being 
done by Arabs. I’m also half American and rejoice in that equally, although I am 
also not proud of some of the things American’s have done. Most of my immediate 
family on both sides, has been somewhat non-observant of their religious heritage 
and I think they are mostly agnostic. I believe strongly in God, although I will 
admit to periods of doubt. Despite this, I won’t shrink in saying that I truly believe 
that I am every bit as spiritual as people in the “national corporate churches.” 

These people agitate for changes that benefit their world view and claim to have a 
direct line to God. They pray and bray quite loudly and claim that the rest of us are 
illegitimate and damned, but I find little to be attracted to, in their grandiose, 
prosperity based religions. 

What if all of our soldiers defected to Canada and all of theirs did as well? Does 
that mean that the old men and women who clamor for war would have to populate 
the battle field? Alas, there is an unlimited supply of young people who are eager to 
shed their brothers blood.

If America is going to be the world police and fight to extend democracy around the 
world, it might make some sense to go after dictators in the middle-east first. After 
all, they have the capacity and possibly some intent to meddle in the affairs of other 
countries. The decision seems to have been made that tyrants elsewhere around the 
world, can be dealt with later. There also seem to be practical reasons to deal with 
the Muslims first... you see them as a threat to; Israel and Christianity and they 
have lots of oil that you would like to get your hands on. 

Somehow, we ’’learn” that “foreign” cultures are by definition “lesser” than 
American/Anglo/Western culture. The Middle East has been on fix war footing for 
300 years, since the days of Napoleon’s invasion of Egypt, followed by similar 
invasions by Britain, Germany, Italy, France, the Zionists and America. Do you 
really expect these countries to advance socially and democratically when they are 
constantly under occupation and what amounts to marshal law? Maybe they 
wouldn’t have progressed in the direction you want -- anyway, but I don’t think the 
west’s adventurism has helped. The west seems constantly to be on the lookout for 
disaffected opposition parties who are willing to work with them to “fix” these 
countries. This usually leads to further problems in the region, instead of to 
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improving things. 


What is so great about “democratic societies”, when the major thing they agree on 
and vote en-mass for, is foreign adventurism? Manifest destiny seems to be one of 
the great threads uniting the west. The West is better, the West is Christian, you 
can’t stop the West... the West has the right and the might to “fix” or to destroy 
you... the choice is yours -- PS. I am being facetious. Historically, a great many 
Westerners have voted to intervene in other countries affairs. I think westerners feel 
morally superior to others and "chosen" to straighten out, convert and save the 
"heathens", or at least gain access to oil, timber, minerals or whatever else the 
"wretches have. Meanwhile in the Congo, Rwanda, Uganda, Sudan and elsewhere, 
millions die at the hands of tyrannical regimes or other murderers and the West 
does very little... either there's not enough oil, no religious ax to grind, or something 
else? I don’t think it’s just because the people of those countries are black, because 
America seems at least as racist against Arabs as against negroes. 

I keep hearing that human morality only makes sense if there’s a God. Otherwise, 
you say, man has no reason not to pillage and plunder. I believe in God, but I find 
such logic ridiculous. There are plenty of reasons to follow the golden rule 
regardless of one’s theology or lack of it. Chaos, anarchy and war, are obviously 
bad for everyone in society (except for a few profiteers.) In fact war is only 
“beneficial” to a few people for a short time after which the tables usually turn and 
the "benefits" reverse themselves. I think the argument that morality only makes 
sense if there’s a God, is a red herring introduced to the debate to allow certain 
people to falsely claim the moral high ground, even as they employ violence to 
achieve their desires. 

A while back, the news reported that a Pakistani woman had her feet cut off, 
because her relatives thought she was promiscuous. I wish that, those responsible 
would get very long prison terms for handing down such a vicious and arbitrary 
sentence. Will it take - or is it even possible for outside forces to reform such a 
barbaric legal system? I don't know the answer to that, but I think it would be a 
heck of a lot better if the countries that are afflicted with such cruel traditions 
reform themselves. 

The west can also change for the better, after all, we are also afflicted with a major 
problem of violence against women and children. Ours may not be sanctioned the 
same way by society, none the less, it occurs with great regularity. Does that mean 
that ordinary citizens or powerful people don’t care? Since we have major 
problems like this at home, why don't we use our vast resources to cure our own ills 
and let others see us as a shining example, instead of a hegemonious bully. Our 
“solution” has been to erode men’s legal status, which I believe has not helped curb 
domestic violence and may in fact be increasing it, as people become angrier and 
more irrational when they feel they have been abused by the legal system. 

I keep hearing, “we can’t let these people, these terrorists win”, but what would 
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have been wrong with influencing the Middle East by example instead of by 
shedding blood? For hundreds of years, the west has been involved in weapons 
sales, intrigue, invasion, occupation and installation of puppet regimes. It’s been 
easy to find dissidents who will ask us to intervene on their behalf and we have been 
happy to do so. It’s been a convenient excuse for meddling and it’s been hugely 
profitable for the west as well. Now the U.S. has finally invaded in earnest, killing 
tens of thousands of people. Our “leaders” are gambling that the pay-off will be 
enormous, if we install compliant governments throughout the region and maintain 
military bases through out the Middle East to quell any dissent. 

“I care not what puppet is placed on the throne of England to rule the Empire, ... 
The man that controls Britain's money supply controls the British Empire. And I 
control the money supply.” ... -Baron Nathan Mayer de Rothschild ( 1777-1836 .) 
Personally I don't see any reason to have to explain this quotation... 

I often see compassionate stories about Americans, who have been victims of 
terrorism or the Iraq war. What these people have experienced, is sad, heart 
wrenching and tragic, but what about Iraqis who have suffered similar tragedies in 
far greater numbers? They are human, and loved their deceased family members 
every bit as much as American’s do. They have been burned and maimed in far 
greater numbers than our people have. I hear very little about them and when they 
are mentioned, the carnage is usually blamed on “terrorists and insurgents.” 

Our government is loathe to take responsibility for the Iraqis killed directly or 
indirectly by our “liberation”... possibly as many as 655,000 Iraqis had been killed 
as of October 2006 according to some reports. That’s not even to mention how 
many times I’ve heard “good salt of the earth Americans” come out and say thing 
like the only thing we’re doing wrong is that we’re not killing enough of them. 
Doesn’t anyone believe what the pastor says on Sunday about reaping what we sow? 

The premise of news coverage everywhere, seems to be to disseminate and promote 
an agenda, be it just or not... but of course everyone claims there agenda is “the” 
just one. It seems that the news, media and entertainment are controlled to a 
considerable extent where ever you go and ours seems to be subject to greater 
manipulation all the time. News outlets such as NPR and on one side and FOX 
news on the other, claim they are fair and balanced, but it’s only by watching and 
comparing various outlets to each other, that one can get accurate coverage. Even 
so, every news outlet in the world has some bias, no matter what the advertisement 
say. Iraq certainly had a censored and corrupt media under Saddam and ours is 
much better, but it is still under the control of special interests groups... just follow 
the money. 

Even the English language supports a biased Anglo/American view of the world, as 
might other languages that I don’t speak. The Neocon and Zionist pundits can be 
Anti-Arab without being called racists. In English, the words Anti-Arab carry very 
little clout, compared to the words Anti-Semitic. Anti-Arab bias is so deeply rooted 
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in American culture, that any claim that something is Anti-Arab, is not taken very 
seriously. Contrast that with the word “anti-Semite”, which to most people 
immediately brings to mind Nazis and Arab terrorists. Languages seem to evolve or 
be designed to promote and facilitate the views of the dominant culture. To a great 
degree those in control, control the use and development of their language. 
Languages are usually pro-establishment and anti, “the enemy”, whoever that is. 
Anti-Arab neo-cons tend to sound measured and reasonable in their attacks on the 
Arab people, while pro-Arab voices are deemed fanatic and cruel... the dominant 
cultural paradigm is against them.

You have stolen peoples land time after time, sometimes they mount a vigorous 
defense and sometimes they don’t. The most radical Muslims, have taken the fight 
to your shores, something you have not often seen. You have no concern for your 
crimes, in fact you won’t admit to even the slightest possibility that you have 
wronged the Arabs. You emphasize that only “they” have committed crimes against 
and you bomb them without mercy... yet your book commands that “thou shalt not 
kill.” That commandment is but a very minor inconvenience, as it is rationalized, 
explained away and “put into the proper context”, by your politicians and 
clergymen. You never admit to being invaders and occupiers, after all, you can 
always point to locals, who have invited you in to their country. In there countries 
at large, they are often called collaborators and opportunists and you reward them 
well for their efforts. If you were sincere in your nation building, you would be 
straightening out Africa as well. In your “wisdom”, you point to the need to use a 
more measured approach on the dark continent, where horrible atrocities against 
women and children occur there on a daily basis. There are 
atrocities done there that would be considered barbaric even by the worst regimes 
in the Middle East, yet those are the nations that you bomb and steal from... 
because they have oil and they will not submit to you. 

This all points to your Middle East wars as being fueled by religious ideology and 
greed for oil. The Brits who so loudly proclaim their democratic tradition, were 
major profiteers from African slave trade, fought a war to allow their drug lords to 
addict millions of Chinese to Opium and have fought numerous colonial wars to 
enrich themselves with much of the worlds resources and wealth. Did you think the 
chickens would never come home to roost? Do you expect that you will never reap 
what you have sown? Are you alone immune from cosmic justice? 

Democracy is the best system for the majority, but not necessarily for the minority, 
unless it has unassailable checks, balances and guarantees of absolute and 
irrevocable individual rights. I don’t believe that is even remotely the case in our 
country at this time. 

Obviously it’s more difficult to do something great than to do nothing or do 
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something average ... that shouldn’t stop us from trying. 

I complain about our policies in the Middle East and you say, “okay, then what 
should we do?” I think we should give the Palestinians back their country, get the 
hell out of the Middle East and stop trying to change Islam into our Poodle. Quite 
unrealistic isn’t it? On the other hand, if our country was occupied and your 
religion under attack, would you not demand the invaders to leave, return your land 
and stop assailing your religion? 


Israeli is always pointed out as the only democracy in the Middle East... as it has a 
number of parties vying for power, such as Likud, Labor and other smaller parties. 
There is one unifying factor that all share... utter determination to remain in 
control of the land they have conquered. They differ only in their methods of 
achieving that goal... Likud tends towards expansionist Zionism and Labor 
towards "peaceful" coexistance. In the final analysis it seems, both parties are quite 
willing to use WMDs against their neighbors. 

You call me cowardly and say I won’t stand up for anything. I say I will step 
outside with any man my size, age, level of education, degree of arthritis, 
comparable reflex speed, who wears glasses and has other frailties like me... but I’m 
not inclined to shoot or blow people up. Okay, so I’m exaggerating! The point is, 
I’d rather discuss and debate than make war, but I would prefer to step outside and 
settle things man to man, than to drag two countries into ruinous wars. Of course 
this may be impossible, as most people see this as impractical and would say that 
nothing would be solved. How about having the war fought by people over sixty, or 
fifty, or forty? Still no good you say, there would be nothing accomplished, because 
there would still be plenty of young people left to continue the war even after the 
geriatric soldiers were “exhausted.” 

Hmm...? Okay, what about.... Anyway the problem is that there are always war 
mongers and profiteers who can make a convincing case for war and plenty of un- 
employed, underemployed and impressionable young people raging with 
testosterone, who are quite willing to make war for a few bucks and a “good cause.” 
There are usually better ways to change society, so that maybe the winners are not 
the profiteers. 

Funny how one person might look at the July 2005 cover of Time Magazine with 
Bush and Karl Rove on it and think, “these men are surely criminals” and another 
will look at it and say, “what very nice men.” 

“Why we fight?” I think that was the name of a film or series during WWII that 
explained why we were fighting. Now that question is also relevant. We do it so 
that your Mom can buy more shoes, your Dad can watch more sports and the rich 
can be richer... Meanwhile young soldiers and innocent civilians keep dying and the 
president says, go shopping, buy, consume... it will help the cause... maybe he’s 
right! 
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The crazy Wahabbis say kill the infidels, extremist Christians say if you don’t join 
us, you’re going to hell. Neither group is anything more than a bunch of 
brainwashed potential murderers. Both sides accept the killing and or “collateral 
damage” deaths of innocents. Every race has its share of mad dogs, zealots and 
murderous fanatics. Are their violent actions triggered by real grievances and 
issues, or just greed and sick ideology? If so, these things should be addressed, with 
reason, instead of violence. 

I am not saying negotiate with terrorists, I’m suggesting that you fairly, honestly 
and in an unbiased manner, address the root causes and basic issues behind 
terrorism... Israel, religion and our thirst for oil. 

I’m not for violence or revolution, that’s the last thing I want... too many innocents 
are dying already. But if there’s no reform terrible things may come to pass 
anyway. We can all get along, but there’s no guarantee... especially if we start from 
positions such as we are superior, or we are chosen, or God is on our side only or 
your side is damned or satanic. 

My countrymen and women seem to have absolutely no desire or intent to address 
the root cause of the USA’s problems with the Middle East countries. Why would 
you, after all there’s only one solution that’s satisfactory with you... and that’s 
subjugation of the natives and supremacy of the Zionists and crusaders. You have 
aided and abetted them from day one, in their occupation and theft of Palestine and 
you will never work to right this wrong... never. What is wrong with one person, 
one vote, or to make the holy land one nation under the one God that the Jews and 
Arabs believe in, but not a nation under one religion? 

You will be able to control the holy land as long as you are stronger than the 
Muslim people and your plan seems to be to divide them and keep them perpetually 
weak and fighting each other. As long as you do this, you will be the masters of 
Jerusalem, a city you have taken by force each time you have controlled it. If there 
is no justice, there will be no peace, so you will have conflict and you will have to be 
bullies and tyrants, you also reportedly have the nuclear option, which you are quite 
willing to use, if that’s what it takes to get your way. 

Fredrick Douglas, hated slavery, but loved America... that is how some of us feel 
today about the current administration. 

The Middle East has been settled, populated and fought over, longer than any other 
place on earth, except for sub-Saharan Africa. Since the Middle East has relatively 
little arable land, competition for the good land has been fierce. It has breed people 
who are hospitable, but also on guard and who’s societies are keen to hold on to 
their land. The good land in the Middle East can be spectacular, Eden like and 
therefore coveted by others. 
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If two wrongs don’t make a right, then how many does it take? Most of us can 
figure out that even a million wrongs don’t make a right, so why don’t we ever 
learn? For someone to say that God promised your land to him, means that he is 
likely to consider you subhuman, even goyum and you should be prepared to resist, 
because he will surely treat you like an animal. 


For the Palestinians and the Arab dissidents in general, I think that massive Gandhi 
like, peaceful sit-ins or economic boycotts might yield better results than suicide 
bombings. For example, they could demonstrate for one person, one vote in the 
whole of occupied Palestine. After all, they are dealing with rational, peace loving 
Americans, British and Israelis aren’t they? Of course mine is not the opinion that 
matters... 

I’m against bombings, be it by suicide or by F-16s, but neither type surprises me. 
The people doing the bombing for both sides are basically brainwashed, robotic 
killers. You call the Arabs “terrorists” and the coalition soldiers heroes, but I find 
the distinction a somewhat moot point. I think they are all wrong, misguided and 
part of the problem, not part of the solution. Is a man wearing state of the art body 
armor from head to toe, driving a heavily armed “Stryker” vehicle any more heroic 
than a man with an AK-47 or grenade launcher in tennis shoes, with no body 
armor? I don’t necessarily think so... It’s all part of the brainwashing and 
indoctrination we receive from their masters. One side swears it is liberating 
people, the other swears it is defending their land... both are a little right and a lot 
wrong. If I dare to be critical, I am branded a traitor and you turn your anger on 
me. If you have your way, it will only be a matter of time before my right to speak is 
entirely eliminated. As it is, you have already largely muzzled me, since there are 
many things I am afraid to discuss in public. 

If the Bathiits hadn’t been so cruel when they were in power, their insurgency 
would be enjoying much more international support now. I have never heard a 
reasonable explanation for the terrible excesses they committed while they were in 
control of Iraq. 

In the Middle East, will you conquer the people, liberate them, or eventually just get 
the hell out and leave them to their own devices? 


Snipers going to other countries... hiding on rooftops and shooting the locals... 
hmmm? Oh, I forgot, they are killing terrorists. 

Is the Iraqi insurgency grass roots? Maybe it is, maybe it isn’t or maybe it depends 
on if your in a Sunni, Kurd or Shiite area. In our own American Revolution, we 
outlasted the Brits with about 50% of the Americans supporting the revolution, 
while others were indifferent or even outright Tories. 
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I’m against the war and believe there are even worse offenders of human rights than 
the Bathists in Iraq and that you are attacking Iraq for oil and Zion. You say that I 
am a hypocrite, since I drive a large SUY, so I should be among the last ones to 
complain and raise that objection. Some of you say I should drive a small car if I’m 
going to complain about foreign policy as it relates to oil... even as you say that oil 
has nothing to do with it. Maybe I shouldn’t have bought the SUV, but I did and it 
makes little economic sense to me to trade it in before its time. I will pay the market 
price or more for gasoline, if doing so will prevent war and when I can no longer 
afford gas, I will stop driving my SUY. You want to make us all complicit in the 
criminal invasion of Iraq and offer us no choice, but to support your murderous 
bomber jets, tanks and assault vehicles with our tax dollars... if we refuse we can be 
targeted by the IRS and the rest of your great society. 

Terrorism is just another sick military strategy for people to get their way, just as 
fleets of bombers and cruise missiles are. I say “just another”, because although 
horrific and indiscriminate, I think the vile terrorists have killed far fewer civilians 
than the vile techno-militarists have. The terrorists have also never achieved their 
goals to the extent that the techno-militarists have. Lets hope they never do and I 
hope the techno’s never achieve their ultimate goals. 

Civil disobedience... well organized confusion to interrupt the activities of the 
oppressors, without committing violence. Gandhi instructed his followers to create 
the greatest negative effect on their British invaders without breaking the laws... it 
worked for India. 

You say you will defend anyone’s right to say anything... like Ben Franklin 
recommended. I wonder if you would allow Muslim clerics to call for violent Jihad 
against your country? In England they are now enacting laws that would make 
such speech punishable by deportation. What would you have us do here, if things 
reach that point? Are you as firm on the subject as you seem, or is tolerance 
selective? Either way, it’s understandable, since none of us want to live in a society 
where buses and trains can blow up and kill the innocent. 

You say you would defend everyone’s right to say whatever they want. What about 
Mullah’s inciting violence during their Friday speech at the mosque? In the UK, 
they will now deport such people. It would be nice if we lived in a world where 
people ignored such speech, be if from the mosque, the church or anywhere else and 
be it aggressive in tone, or sweet sounding... what if they gave a war and nobody 
came? 

A while back, the gang from Fox and Friends was on Sixth Ave. handing out 
bracelets and bragging about how much they love our military. Of course they do, 
their neocon friends, including Fox News owner Rupert Murdoch, may have been 
instrumental in getting the military to fight for their cause. It seems that my 
countrymen believe a crusade is what’s best for America... time will tell. Bush, his 
“big oil” buddies and Carlisle group cronies are enriching themselves while the 
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American people are paying more for gasoline than ever. I will hazard to guess 
that the American people were more interested in cheaper gasoline, than democracy 
for the Iraqis. I meet a lot more people that profess to hate Arabs than love them... 
it’s been that way for as long as I can remember. It’s no surprise that many 
“foreigners” think America is hypocritical... after all, what is the typical “patriots” 
response to any perceived threat? It’s bomb the hell out of them! 

As an Arab American, do I have the right to be highly critical of Israel? I think I 
have as much right as anyone, but that doesn’t mean that being critical is 
productive. I’m just more likely to be critical, because I feel that people I am 
related to are being wronged. There must be a better way to communicate, 
arbitrate and negotiate. If I simply ask questions or raise issues and will you 
consider answering or discussing them with me... or have I already poisoned the 
well? 


When you consider yourself “chosen”, it’s easier to accept the genocide of those who 
you do not consider choosen. Listening to Kissinger discussing Vietnam and Iraq on 
TV, makes me believe that he considers himself chosen and others to be goyum. 
Kissinger express no qualms about using total war to achieve his objectives. Does he 
think that what he believes, is sanctified and that crushing “radical” Islam is “job 
one” for the “civilized world.” I think his goal is, as it always has been, 
strengthening Israel and weakening the Muslim world. Funny, thought that by late 
2006, he was speaking out of the other side of his mouth... at least in regards to the 
wisdom of the Iraq war and the chances of a military victory. In my opinion he has 
always been a foreign asset, just like the man interviewing him this day, Wolf 
Blitzer aka Zev Barak. 

Kissinger goes on that he is for, or at the very least not against, military strikes on 
Iran, to stop them from developing nukes. Maybe he’s right, time will tell, but it 
demonstrates once again that he will do absolutely anything to get his way. 
Regardless of who we bomb, the nuclear genie is out of the bottle and it may only be 
a matter of time before that abomination is once again used on innocents. Bombing 
anyone that is working on nukes may work for a while, but it is less likely to keep us 
safe than treating other nations with equal respect and refuting the policy of being 
world policeman. 

Steve? Rose on Imus in the Morning relates something said or written by an Israeli 
politician who had been in a Soviet gulag. He says the world is not divided between 
Arab and Jewish countries or Christian and Muslim societies etc. He says it’s 
divided between free societies and fear societies. In the fear societies, the people are 
used by their leaders and are afraid to speak out. I agree to some extent with this 
assessment, but would point out that it is an over simplification. Rose implied that 
the politician was a noble man, while at the same time reporting that the man had 
resigned from his position to protest the Israelis withdrawing from the Gaza strip. 
To you that means nothing, to me it’s evidence that the politician was nothing more 
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than a man who was oppressed by the Soviets, yet now seeks to oppress the 
Palestinians. 

The politician is in my opinion, only partially right and wholly a hypocrite... after 
all, he decries “fear societies”, but does not see that in occupied Gaza, which he 
wanted to keep, the people are in a fear society that he has helped perpetuate. He 
apparently had no qualms about the Israelis using whatever means they want, to 
crush the Palestinians, who are the historical residents of that land. I agree that 
there are fear states, they exist all over the place, but just about everywhere else, 
there is usually a portion of the population of “free societies” who live in a state of 
fear and won’t speak out. Because of our designs for worldwide domination, our 
intent to guarantee the success of Zionism and subjugation of Muslims, the entire 
world is drifting closer to a fear world everyday. Oh... did mention that we are 
being asked by the Israelis to pay $ 2.2 billion to finance the withdrawal of the 
Zionist setttlers from Gaza? That works out to $ 1 million per Jewish settler who is 
made to leave... some of that is for security, such as new measures to subjugate the 
Palestinians and the rest is to compensate the settler, who will receive new homes 
elsewhere in occupied Palestine as well as cash payments.

I 
hear that the Air Force Academy might be on the madras path as well, in addition 
to sexual harassment and abuse of female cadets, there are reports that extremist 
Christians are attempting to hijack the entire academy. Here our youth is not 
taught how to blow one’s self up to kill the “enemy”, instead they are taught how to 
be more efficient killers, by “heroically” dropping bombs on “targets” from miles 
up in the sky. The Naval Academy has it’s own favorite way to kill the “enemy”, 
they fire cruise missiles from a hundred miles away... sanitary, hygienic and like a 
video game... you never even see blood, much less have to wash it off your hands. 

A1 Jezeerah? It’s biased, but so is our media, especially Fox, but all media is biased. 
You get to a whole new level of bias, when you get your news from the 700 Club and 
other extremist Christian TV news. On these networks, you are fed; information, 
prophecy and talk shows at all hours of the day and night, spewing religious 
intolerance and news that is as biased anything on A1 Jezeerah. At least A1 Jezeerah 
sometimes has people with differing views interviewed or debated, I have not seen 
much of that on the American fundamentalist programs... Eventually they might 
add that to their programming, at least it would make them look less biased. 

Is this a free country? Can I say what I think? Yes, I can, but not with impunity. If 
I say that I don’t think our soldiers in Iraq are particularly heroic, I will be 
shunned, marginalized, derided or worse. Never the less, I am not impressed by 
men and women covered in the best body armor in the world, with Phalanx Gattling 
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guns literally shooting Arabs to pieces... meanwhile the insurgents AK-47 bullets 
bounce off the Americans like peas. I suppose the roadside bombs were a nasty 
surprise to the geniuses in the war rooms of Washington and West Point. 

I sympathize a bit more with the foot soldiers than with the pilots, this is a war 
fought by the working class, primarily to benefit the investing class. The grunts get 
a regular pay check and the rich get richer... 

I have very little sympathy for the Zionist settlers of Gaza, as they are shown being 
evicted in the summer of 2005. How can I, when I know about the Palestinians who 
they evicted far more unjustly and who did not qualify for hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of compensation. 

How many people will the land support, either on a subsistence level, or in a 
grander style? Either way, competition over land has always been a major cause of 
conflict among humans. Historically and to this day, the only way to hold onto land 
has been by maintaining enough strength to deter “aggressors.” Force is how land 
has been taken and strength has always been required to hold all but the worst land. 
This story is at least as old as our species. 


I’ve always liked the English, especially their musicians, but also its fascinating 
history... the Magna Carta, Battle of Hastings, Queen Elizabeth I, world 
colonization and conquests... but maybe I was duped. The English peoples power is 
difficult to dispute, but more and more I see them a bit more like pirates, than as 
purveyors of democratic ideals... although they’ve done a lot of that too. That being 
said, I also have to accept that my Arab people have been no more noble and for the 
last 400 years, also much less “successful.” 

Neither the president nor the pastor have convinced me of a darn thing... except 
that they’ll do anything to get their way... to “win.” 

Bush and the neocons are accused of fumbling the ball on the New Orleans 
recovery... but they are pouring money into the low lying city at an astonishing rate. 
If anyone can make lemonade out of this, it’s Karl “the wizard” Rove and his rich 
buddies... meanwhile the value of their oil stocks keeps going up and up. These 
fellows aren’t any better at rescuing Americans, than they are at bombing Iraqis. 

My family has taken the president’s words to heart and is trying to spend every 
dollar I make, to support the economy... meanwhile my economy keeps going south, 
no matter how fast I run on that treadmill. 

It does not bother me when I see you proud “warriors” who are so enamored of 
your killing skills, stymied by low tech Arab fighters. These are people from a 
culture that does not study, teach or revere high tech war to nearly the extent you 
do, yet they are holding their own. It would be one thing if your prowess were 
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directed at invaders, but perhaps you are the invaders. 


I had and probably still have a lot in common with Jews, like me they were to some 
extent outsiders and usually underdogs. In elementary school, for a while, my best 
friend was Jewish... after the six day war however, I vaguely remember that we 
drifted apart. He and I had a lot in common before that war, we both had a quirky 
sense of humor and neither of us knew much about the; communions, confirmations 
or confessions that were practiced by many of our classmates. My buddy did 
however have a family and a religious community of like minded people and 
although I didn’t know it some of them shared a common goal ... Zionism. My 
friends family I learned much later, was planting trees for Israel and sending money 
to the cause. There was no Arab American community in our town at that time, 
although there were nascent ones in larger cities nearby. I was lucky enough to 
have a loving family and a few good friends. I don’t recall ever meeting another 
Arab American kid and there may not have been any in our town. If such things 
were important, I didn’t realize it and never even missed what I was missing. 

On my father’s side, Grandma and my Aunts visited once or twice from the old 
country and my memories of those times are like hazy hallucinations in which no 
one spoke the same language. Dad’s dad had died before I was born and I think we 
missed out greatly by not knowing him. Occasionally my uncle would visit, which 
was always an important and grand occasion, since he was a charismatic and very 
successful man. Other Arabic relatives would come by every four or five years for 
visits that lasted through dinner and desert and involved a lot of talk that was either 
about relatives I didn’t know, or in a language I didn’t understand. Dad tried to 
teach us Arabic at least once and I think I can still picture the little books he gave us 
to study, but which we never did. 


Maybe no one group is the chosen people, or maybe they are... anyway most people 
have an opinion on the subject. 


Some years ago, I remember hearing that the Israelis were going to confiscate a 
couple hundred more acres of land from the Palestinians in Jerusalem. The U.S. 
used it’s veto at the UN for the first time in a long while to block a resolution 
condemning the action. For their part, they said this will be the last time the will 
confiscate any Palestinian land in Jerusalem. Right! As long as there is land in 
Jerusalem owned by Palestinians, Zionists will be after it. It is still going on, more 
recently with the wall around the Palestinians, built to protect the Israelis, but built 
largely on Palestinian land. Is it really God’s will that we sacrifice justice for the 
sake of Israeli expansion? Is it really in our “strategic” interest as our politicians 
and general’s tell us to support Israel at all costs? It is probably irrelevant at this 
point, since they have enough nukes to destroy all the natives of the Middle East or 
any other people who might threaten them. 
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Wars will start to end when men and now women stop taking money for dropping 
bombs on other people for any reason other than the defense of their sovereign land. 
The old slogan, "what if someone gave a war and no one came", is true. Let the 
generals and politicians stand there and shoot each other, we'd be better off without 
them anyway. 


I doubt if the dominant churches have ever considered other religions worthy of as 
much respect as theirs and now is no different. I would ask Hal Lindsey and the 
other scholars of prophecy, does the Bible’s prophecy have to come to pass or could 
God’s warnings be heeded and the apocalypse be avoided. I think I know what 
they’d say and it doesn’t offer much hope, especially since the main protagonists in 
the Middle East so polarized. Will the Palestinians eventually lay down their arms 
and agree to coexist with Israel? Will Israel stop taking Palestinian land? Will one 
or both sides be obliterated by nuclear, biological or other types of WMDs? It 
seems like the Israelis will never relinquish their claims and it seems almost as 
unlikely that the Palestinians, Arabs and Moslems will relinquish theirs. With 
nuclear weapons in the hands of Israel, the Arabs probably will never displace 
them, and if they try again in earnest, the region and maybe the world will be 
damaged beyond repair. 


Terrorism is the problem of the century for the developed nations. They accuse the 
Arabs of being terrorists, but what do you expect people to do when someone steals 
their country? If the American Indians had bombs, would they have not used 
them? Israel and America might prevail and steal Palestine, as they have been 
trying for 100 years, but don't cry about the natives resisting, that is their natural 
right and inclination. Don't cry foul because they will not line up and let your war 
machine grind them up like hamburger, they are using the natural tactic that an 
underdog must use. It is just another indication of your arrogance and meanness 
that you expect them to voluntarily be wiped out by your jets, missiles, tanks and 
bombs. 
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The Israelis loudly pronounce their claim to Palestine based on God’s supposedly 
granting it to their man who listened to talking bushes and his descendents who 
massacred entire tribes of people who were already on the land. They claim to have 
controlled the land of Palestine for hundreds if not a thousand years, but is that 
true? Archeology tells us that they probably never controlled the whole of Palestine. 
There were always other groups of people controlling parts of Palestine, despite the 
Hebrews continual efforts to ethnically cleanse the land. The Samaritans and others 
held on, as they had held on long before the Hebrews invaded their lands. These 
indigenous people are portrayed as uncivilized heathens, but archeology is also 
producing evidence that they may not have been so bad after all and possibly had 
cultures that compared quite favorably to that of the Hebrew invaders. The trick 
seems largely to be in writing history, your side always looks pretty good if you can 
be the only author whose account of events survives. 

If possession is nine tenths of the law, then they are legally in control of Palestine 
now, but as said earlier, some people think that often the law is an ass. Time will tell 
if they will hold onto Palestine and probably they will since they reportedly have 
nukes and certainly have the U.S.A. on their side. With 80 or so nukes and God 
knows how many other weapons of mass destruction, they are unlikely to be 
dislodged, but why should that convince me that God gave them the land. Seems to 
me it’s more like old fashioned international intrigue and conquest that 
accomplished it. Perhaps they should have Ur in Iraq, if that's where they came 
from or some part of the U.S. heartland, since so many Americans believe their 
story, or New York where so many support them. 

I am branded an anti-Semitic for these views and our cultural prejudice is so 
blinding that they own the moral high ground in America, because the Bible tells us 
so. It doesn’t seem to matter in the least, that tens or hundreds of thousands of 
Palestinians were driven from their land by Israeli fighters in 1948, 1967 and 1973. 

It doesn’t seem to matter, that blue eyed, blond, fair skinned Jews who probably 
have more European than Middle Eastern blood have emigrated to occupied 
Palestine. These colonists have taken over the local Arabs land and they seem 
determined to replace the native Palestinian culture with their own. The Arabs are 
far from perfect, but I wonder if their development over the last one hundred years 
would have been in a more “progressive” direction, if they had not been 
besieged by these wealthy and well connected colonists. 

What about this word conspiracy? I can take it or leave it... after all it's just a 
word. It may be more correct to say they have a common goal... certainly it is more 
politically correct to say that. Truly they have suffered, but there is usually a cause 
and effect relationship, karma if you will. If their purchase of political, legal, media, 
entertainment and financial influence in western countries is any indication, then 
there may be some rational for the resentment other cultures have had against them 
in the past. None of these should have led to the holocaust, but if they try to take 
over a nation, by way of its financial, legal and political system and their brains, the 
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people of those lands have a right to stop their influence. 

They claim to need a homeland for their own safety and preservation and that may 
be true, however if they could restrain themselves from trying to run the show and 
manage us like goyum, I suspect their troubles would decrease. Maybe such an 
intelligent, driven people can not help but come out on top, but I’m not so sure 
about their claim to be chosen by God. Such rhetoric sounds more like a good way 
to justify anything they care to do in their quest for whatever they want... it’s also a 
good way to piss off the neighbors, whose land you are coveting. No wonder they 
have had so much trouble historically, how would you like it if someone came and 
told you that God had just given them your land? If their claim is true that they 
need a homeland and if it's true that God promised them the land of Palestine, then 
no doubt they will have it. If that claim of God's promise is false, they may still get 
it and as long as they write the book, it will all be chalked up to the fulfillment of 
prophesy. 

It is tragic for the Palestinian people to be caught in the middle of this huge 
“prophetic” story, what are their chances of surviving on their ancestral lands when 
they face the might of the western world and Judeo/Christian civilization? 

I have to admit that the Judeo/Christian lobby does many good things, but they are 
not God, I repeat they do some good things, but they are not God and may not be 
acting as the hand of God. They have contributed much good to scientific progress, 
but by control or at least undue influence of the media, financial world etc., they are 
able to forward their goal of control of Palestine and world affairs in general beyond 
all reasonable... especially when you consider all the peoples they have injured and 
abandoned along the way. Why should thinking people believe it is their right to do 
this, any more than we should unquestioning believe the story of Noah marching 
two of each animal onto an ark?

I am an Arab American, but you'd would never know by looking at me, my mother 
was a red headed "Okie" and my dad an Egyptian who came here on a Fulbright 
scholarship 50 years ago. I'm tall, look like my Scotch Irish mom's side of the 
family, my skin is very light, couldn't get a tan if I wanted to, have straight auburn 
hair and except for a big nose, don't stand out in a crowd at all.Due to the above, 

I’ve always gotten to hear a fairly un-censored version of what’s on other 
Americans minds regarding middle-easterners. I remember being in college during 
the Iranian hostage crisis, sitting in a college beer joint listening to a kid come 
raging in looking for a "camel jock" to beat up, he had lots of support. The line 
from the Bob Seger song, "you always feel outnumbered, you don’t dare make a 
stand", sometimes comes to mind. A couple weeks ago, while hanging around with 
my in-laws my brother-in-law made a comment about those "damn A-rabs’, then 
looked at me and said "oops."My wife’s a native Hoosier, she and my kids go to a 
reactionary Christian church, I was raised Unitarian since my mom and dad had to 
compromise and my relatives in Egypt (I was there most recently last summer) are 
generally very secularized. I believe in God (although there are times like last 
Tuesday when I have my doubts.) I don’t go to church except on rare occasions 
with my wife and kids to their Christian church, where I’m usually offended by 
something the pastor says, or when I visit my Dad and he requests that I go with 
him to the Unitarian church, where I’m equally turned off by their views.I feel 
empathy for middle-easterners and people that may look Middle Eastern, my kids 
who are one quarter Egyptian don’t look it at all and my last name does not sound 
obviously Arabic so for the time being my kids have had no harassment to deal with. 
I’m concerned though about the future, since this thing may escalate and there are 
lots of people in our town that know my background. My wife thinks, I’m paranoid 
and that the good people of Indiana would never harass our kids, but I’m not so 
sure. My son is 17 and I know that volunteering for the military is a subject amongst 
his crowd. I missed the draft by two or three years, but he may not be so lucky. 

You may say we need boys with Arab blood to serve and I can’t argue with you, I 
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also feel that American kids are going to be sacrificed to save the state of Israel and 
I don’t like that. For what little it’s worth, my grandfather (on my moms side) was 
shot in the head in WWI and survived with a metal plate in his head and I’ve had 
other relatives fight in the Civil War (both sides) the Revolutionary War (two killed 
at the battle of Kings Mountain) and other conflicts .1 grew up in a commuter town 
in NJ (on a clear day you could see the World Trade Center from points in town) 
and very sadly saw an old classmate featured on the show "60 Minutes" the other 
day looking for her brother, a Bear Sterns executive who is missing in NY. The 
mayor of my old home town was also interviewed on MSNBC a few days ago, they 
were in the process of tracking down the identity of the missing (probably all dead) 
owners of some 35 cars that had been in the local train station parking lot since the 
terrorist attack. I’ve been to the world trade center over the years a number of 
times to visit clients and to dine at Windows on the World with my wife and can’t 
believe it’s all gone.All that being said, I think we should take out Bin Laden and 
take out the Taliban government with as little "collateral" damage as possible. 

They (not the Afgan people) are monsters and a perversion of Islam. Then we’d 
better issue gas masks, make small pox and anthrax vaccinations available and seal 
our borders as best we can. The credentials of foreigners in the U.S., especially 
Arabs and Moslems should be examined for their validity and those that are found 
to be here with ill intent, jailed or deported.Finally and I think a lot of you won’t 
agree, we should become an impartial arbitrator of the Israeli Palestinian conflict. I 
truly believe that Islamic extremism would never have had much fertile soil in the 
Middle East, except for our one sided support of the state of Israel and it's 
repercussions. I have been to Egypt three times (1974, 1986 and 2000) and each 
time I’ve seen forces moving that society slightly more towards fundamentalism, 
although it’s still a long way off at least with my relatives who are upper class and 
for the most part have as much against Islamic extremism as much as we do.

War is usually the wrong thing to do, it is evil, it is rarely necessary and even, so 
called “just” wars are usually not what they seem. When we rightly lament the 
widows and orphans of the WTC victims, we rarely think of the widows and 
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orphans of the many that have died at our own hands. How many countries has the 
U.S. bombed? I have hard there have been at least twenty countries that we have 
bombed since world war two. 


How many Vietnamese died at our hands? I’ve heard over one million, but I have 
not confirmed this. 

How many Iraqis have died as a result of our war and our sanctions? I’ve heard 
there were perhaps 50,000 soldiers killed and possible one million civilians, mostly 
children as a result of sanctions. 

How many native Americans died as a result of our wars and diseases? Enormous 
numbers died from small pox that we introduced to them... not always accidentally. 
After 9/11, there were concerns that terrorists might use small pox to attack 
Americans... that would be horrendous and ironic. Could we be the victims of 
pestilence that the book of Revelation talks about? 

War is as old as the human race and I believe there are just wars, some of which we 
have been leading participants in. What the statements above and below are 
intended to do, is stimulate thought and discussion about a very complicated and 
very serious subject. 

The Japanese sneak attack on Pearl Harbor was dastardly, but why wasn’t the 
Israeli sneak attack on the Egyptian air force not dastardly? In both cases, didn’t 
the perpetrators justify their actions on the ground that they had to destroy the 
other countries navy or air force, or they would be used against them? So, why is 
one case morally correct and the other morally bankrupt? In the case of Japan, I 
believe the U.S. had decided not to ship them any more oil and possibly to embargo 
oil they might receive from other countries. The Japanese, who I believe were a 
cruel, militaristic and expansionist power at that time, were backed into a corner. I 
have heard American policy makers state that any threats to our oil supplies would 
be dealt with like an act of war... so there are at least some parallels with Japan. If 
another country threatened to cut off our supplies of Saudi oil, we might attack that 
nation preemptively, which is what the Japanese did to us. The notable difference is 
that they were a cruel expansionist military power and we are a more benevolent 
military power... 

I think it was an atrocity to attack the WTC and kill approximately 3,500 civilians, 
but why was it not an atrocity to drop atom bombs on Japan and kill 100,000 
civilians? If the terrorists are cowards for not meeting us on the field of battle, then 
what were we, for dropping the atom bombs on Japan, instead of meeting them on 
the battlefield? I’m just curious... 

Many thousands of lives both American and Japanese are said to have been saved 
by dropping the bombs, but there are still many people that question the morality of 
killing many tens of thousands of Japanese civilians to accomplish this. 
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The point is, war is hell, they’ve declared war, we’ve declared war, people will die 
and things will break. 

I think Jews and Arabs, Christians and Muslims can live together in peace, but not 
in countries that are dominated by religious reactionaries. Peace, liberty and justice 
thrive best in countries that have freedom of religion, but not state religion. The 
U.S. has always been the leader in this area, but it is backsliding, Israel and the 
Arab countries are sadly lacking in this area. The Jews and the Arabs are more 
alike than they want to admit, read what Gary Greenberg (a Jewish man I think: 
says in his book 101 myths of the Bible and see what Isaac Ismanov says in his 
book.) 

My advice to my kids is to stay neutral as long as possible and when you have to do 
what you strongly believe is right and if you’re having trouble deciding what that 
is... sit on the fence. Don’t automatically side with your country, wise men have 
said that true patriots sometimes have to oppose their own governments. Who is the 
terrorist and who is the freedom fighter, is determined as much by who writes 
history, as by who was “right” in the first place. 

Overall though, I think the U.S. has done an excellent job as far as super power 
empires go and it’s major failing, as I see it, has been to ignore George 
Washington’s advice to avoid foreign entanglements and to not make permanent 
foreign alliances. We have done both of these things, based on greed, ideology, 
religion and convenience. 

The media moguls control what we hear and they do it without official censorship. 
They do it instead by controlling access to being published and by having pundits 
discredit points of view that they don’t like. This way we can still have a free press, 
that is controlled and used to indoctrinate the public as much as any dictators press. 
Our method is much surer to achieve the desired result, because the populace is 
generally convinced that they are enjoying freedom of the press. At least in a 
dictatorship, the people know they are being duped. Take the Palestinian issue, it is 
constantly in the news and the coverage since even before the occupation of 
Palestine in 1948, was biased. This has never changed, but the people have always 
believed they get fair coverage. The Arabs facilitate this by their acts of terror 
against civilians, which is repugnant to Americans and the press pretends to be fair 
by the occasional interview with someone with an Arab point of view. By 
calculation, I believe such people are discredited before they even begin their 
argument. Our culture and even our language makes presenting the Arab point of 
view very difficult. We have words like anti-Semite, holocaust denier and others 
that are used broadly to paint the pro-Palestinian pundit into a corner. Even our 
dominant religion, calls the descendents of Ishmael wild donkeys. 

Propaganda is to be expected on both sides, they say the first casualty of war is the 
truth and apparently, it is necessary to tell the people primarily “our” side of the 
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story, in order to maintain support and control. The “truth” may never be known, 
after all, history is written by the victorious. 

I probably reacted a lot like average Americans to 9/11, except that I think in 
addition to a military and homeland defense response, there should also be a push 
for a viable Palestinian state. In my humble opinion, our media is largely controlled 
by... dare I say it... the children of Abraham. Virtually the entire Clinton Middle 
East negotiating team was Jewish, the U.S. ambassador to Egypt is or was Jewish, 
the banks and major Wall Street firms are heavily influenced by their money, the 
federal reserve chief is and was Jewish, etc., etc. You say that they have risen to 
these positions honestly, that they are highly effective in these positions, that these 
Jewish peoples interests are the same as the American peoples and that by dwelling 
on it, I simply reveal myself as an anti-Semite. You say that Arafat rejected the 
Clinton peace plan that “gave the Palestinians 90% of what they wanted”, I say 
that’s just one side of the story and the other side is rarely heard, I say that you may 
be right or you may be wrong and only time will tell. 

What they have offered, I believe, is an un-viable Palestinian state made up of a 
patchwork of villages, disconnected from each other and bypassed by major roads.

You’re unreasonable, I’m unreasonable, there may never be a peaceful solution. 
Only someone else will benefit, after we have slaughtered most of each other. We 
certainly are not powerful enough to destroy you, you may be powerful enough to 
slaughter us. 

Who’s land is it? You say God gave it to you, we say we have always been here. 
You took much of it from the people that lived here three thousand years ago, but 
you never completely controlled it, even though back then you did your best to 
cleanse the land of our ancestors, via genocide. Now you say again God gave it to 
you and you’re killing us again, but who are you and who are we? Whose DNA is 
closer to the people that lived here originally and if that isn’t damning enough, 
whose DNA is closer to your ancestors who stole the land? 

And to back you up there is the U.S.A., a country that I love, a country founded on 
great ideals and great crimes, a country that claims to have the moral high ground, 
but that lately lives by the creed, “might makes right no matter what the fight.” 

There may be no one on earth impartial enough to mediate disputes like the Middle 
East, we would need someone to fall to earth from outer space and even then, they 
might have their own interests at heart. So let’s do it ourselves, lets make a just 
peace and the only way to do that IMO is to start from the basis that no religion is 
better or more chosen than any other... oh well it was just a thought. 

Does the Talmud promise everything to them? Is Palestine the beginning of their 
ambitions and not the end? Will they seek legal title to everything? Will they 
continue to infiltrate, dominate and subvert the legal system to their own ends? 

Will they own the mortgage to your property, do they already have a lien on your 
soul? Does zog not issue the marching orders to the US government. 


Trading partners, new markets, vital national interests, jobs, affordable energy, 
sustainable growth and improved standard of living = hegemony, imperialism and a 
1,000 year Reich. 

We saved the corrupt regimes in Saudi and Kuwait for us, not for the average 
people in those countries. Our occupations, bombings and military support for 
Israel and puppet governments has done more to assist the rise of radical Islam than 
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anything OBL or anyone else could ever do. 

Sadly and tragically, the principle of force majeur, “might” makes right, no matter 
what the fight, is as valid today as its always been. They bomb us and kill 
thousands, we bomb them back and kill thousands, but who really started it? Was 
it the Arabs, the Israelis, the U.S., the British? What came first, the chicken or the 
egg? In the end, we’re always right, because we’re a democracy, even though our 
founding fathers, (imperfect and discredited as they often are now) wanted a 
republic, not a pure democracy. 


We have been in an ever intensifying war with Islam for fifty years, maybe longer 
and now as the stakes increase, we hear from more and more experts (Rev. Graham 
Jr. Etc.) that Islam is evil. Their extremists killed 3,000 innocent Americans on 
9/11, we have killed x thousand innocent Afghans and Iraqis since then, I am not 
counting the Taliban or A1 Qaeda. 

Look at the scoreboard though and count how many innocents have been killed by 
the Christian west, especially the U.S.A. In one night we killed 50,000 civilians in 
Dresden, Germany (maybe with British help.)

You say, our regime is good and right and their’s were evil, I 
won’t argue that their regimes were anything but evil, but I might argue that ours is 
not as righteous as you say. 

Why do the hate us? It has more to do with Israel and colonization than with our 
“freedom” and prosperity, which the “Arab street” may envy, but does not hate. 
They have been on a war footing for hundreds of years due to colonization and the 
imposition of western troops etc. since the British and other Europeans occupied 
their lands starting 200 years ago. Do you not notice that fundamentalism and 
religious fervor increased here after 9/11, embracing core values is the same 
everywhere when a society is under siege. If not for our bombing and imperialism 
of the Arab world, radical Islam probably would not be so great a force. At the 
same time, the U.S. has become more reactionary as well. I remember a time when 
extreme reactionary Christians were considered out of the main stream... now 
they’re running the government. 

Why do the hate us? Maybe it’s because when we go after the bad guys, we also kill 
large numbers of their innocents, look at Dresden, Hiroshima, Vietnam, Wounded 
Knee, etc. Until the WTC terror attack, we had not suffered any large civilian 
casualties since the Indian wars and even then we wiped out the “enemy” including 
their women and children, be it with bullets or small pox laden blankets. 

If one group’s aim is subjugation through “legal” means and another’s aim is 
evicting a foreign army and it uses violent means, which is right? In the end they 
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are both aiming to survive and flourish and it’s a damn shame that those who suffer 
most are the innocent and those who benefit are wealthy profiteers. 


You are the smartest at using the world system to achieve your goals and you would 
probably be the smartest at utilizing any world system. Unfortunately, you are as 
exploitative as anyone else and although you have done enormous good, you have 
also done enormous harm. In social engineering, as well as in chemical or 
mechanical engineering, man’s wisdom lags far behind his technology. 

Maybe you’ve done the best you can considering that many other formidable 
peoples are after the same limited bounty - things are sometimes more complicated 
than we’d like to believe. 

Most of us have known people that are brilliant but lack common sense, this might 
also be true in general of a group of very intelligent people. That doesn’t make it 
any easier to resist their pursuit of what they define as world “progress.” Case in 
point, the Palestinians may have little hope of ending up any different than those 
pesky Indians that troubled U.S. for several hundred years. The question is how 
long is will take for Israel and the U.S. to pacify or eliminate these latest natives who 
wear funny hats. 

Though both are horrible, is it worse to blow up young people in a disco in a land 
their parents have taken by force, or to blow up a man fighting that powerful nation 
in his bed with a missile or by booby trapping his car or cell phone so it blows his 
head off? Or what’s worse, killing 2,889 civilians in a building of a nation that has 
financed and supported the stealing of another peoples nation, or killing 250,000 
civilians in a few seconds in Japan with atomic bombs? In either case, war is hell 
and many people say, all is fair in love and war? The Arabs believe that the U.S. 
has been at war with them for decades, so they justify bringing the war to U.S. 
shores, just as the U.S. and Israel have brought the war to Arab lands for decades, 
what are the casualty figures on both sides, both civilian and military? 

If the Red Coats could have killed Washington and Jefferson in their beds, with 
high tech weapons, they probably would have. Were Washington and Jefferson 
freedom fighters or terrorists? Ask the slaves they owned and the Indians whose 
land Washington surveyed and both he and Jefferson appropriated. 

If it’s true as they say that history is written by the victors and note that Winston 
Churchill said, “history will be kind to me, because I intend to write it”, then how 
can the truth actually be told? 

“There may be a bullet out there with your name on it, but there are lots of bullets 
that just have fool written on them !”...news director to his combat camera people. 

The Judeo Christian world is also at war with the Islamic world, driven mostly, I 
think by fear, hatred, superstition and power lusting leaders. I don’t expect you to 
believe this however, and I believe you are probably unstoppable, what with your 
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war machines, endless capital and technology. The Arabs and other Moslem people 
are kind of like those pesky Indians were., and look what happened to them and to 
the lands they once controlled.

“In a perfect world”... that’s the saying, but there never was one and there never 
will, at least not on earth, maybe it’s perfect in heaven, but that’s debatable. You 
can follow your saviors, messiahs and enlightened ones... their “truth” has always 
been sprinkled with lies... like the rest of us. 

The average American calls him or herself a Christian and, Christians are taught 
that God gave the land of Palestine to the Jews. It makes no sense to argue against 
the Jews’ right to push the Palestinians from their land, because as far as the 
average American is concerned, I might as well be arguing against Jesus. 

Never mind that in the future, the Jews and Christians may be at each other 
throats... again.

The boys and girls we send to war are impressionable children, they come back as 
adults, but what else are they when they come back? 

Both sides say that God is on their side... I can’t fathom that God would be on either 
of these sides... but what do I know. 


I’m trying to remember when being a loyal American and owing ones allegiance to 
Israel became one and the same. So far I don’t recall how that got started, maybe 
you can help jog my memory. I do remember that George Washington said, "it is 
our true policy to steer clear of permanent alliances with any portion of the foreign 
world." Oh, I forgot, the old George is being written out of the history books and 
the new president George will replace him... along with our freedoms. 

Most of the worlds people are not reactionary Muslims, reactionary Christian or 
any other strain of religious zealotry. It’s too bad that the these minorities, have 
brought the world to the brink of catastrophe.

Whether its throat slitting or bombing, the result 
is a corpse and traumatized families.

If it wasn’t for international opinion, I wonder what modern Israel’s 
policy towards the natives would be? Many millions of indigenous people died in 
the Americas at the hands of European conquerors, millions of African slaves died 
as well. Now at least we have a kinder gentler way of dealing with the tribes we 
decide to dislodge... right? Historically tribal people have been easy for the 
militaristic nation states to plunder, or as the nation states might put it to “civilize.” 


Terms like the “occupational authority”, are double speak... they are an attempt to 
give legitimacy to the Iraqi invasion and the oil grab. The American people would 
be better served if our troops were guarding the border with Mexico. We could shut 
out illegal aliens, allow in those who apply legally and put welfare people to work 
for their checks. 
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They will do anything to get their way and you will do “what ever is necessary” to 
get your way. You both want to win so much, that you’re willing to destroy 
everything in sight to do so. After all your holy books and their holy books seem to 
tell both of you to kill each other. Ask the innocents of wounded knee, Hiroshima, 
Nagasaki, Dresden etc., etc. how loving “your” God is. 

If you don’t change for the better from the inside, you will usually be changed from 
the outside. Does that mean that God has ordained the change, or that people have, 
or that the intelligence of the universe has? I don’t know, I’m just making a general 
observation.

We should get closer to what George 
Washington said, "it is our true policy to steer clear of permanent alliances with 
any p ortion of the foreign world.” 

Instead of the $ 300 billion (and rising) spent to “liberate” and occupy Iraq, we 
could have invested it on, finding cures for: 

Cancer 

Blindness 

Diabetes 

Heart disease 

Paralysis 

AIDs 

Stop the sex slave trade from eastern Europe and elsewhere that conduits young 
innocents through Mexico to the U.S.A. Or the $ 300 billion (and rising) spent on 
Iraq, could be used to give $ 1,000 for gasoline to every licensed driver who owns a 
car in America, after all, the war is for oil anyway. 


You see lots of scenes of attacks against their civilians, by suicide bombers. The 
only dead Palestinians and Iraqis they show on the news are “terrorists, militants or 
insurgents” killed by helicopters, jets, tanks and missiles. Our pilots are unscathed, 
barely breaking a sweat in their air-conditioned cockpits and they don’t see the 
Iraqi and Palestinian civilians that they have pulverized. All this killing is wrong, 
on both sides... two wrongs still don’t make a right! 


On the radio, 2/6/04, 11:15 am... Bush appointed Bremer, Bremer appointed 24 
council members and they appointed 24 cabinet members, eight of whom are related 
to members of the council. It this democracy, demoruptcy, cronyism or what? 

Many, of the human rights violations of Saddam Hussein occurred when US and 
British companies were supplying him with chemicals for his poison gas plants and 
he was our “friend”... .hmm? 

I would like to research the OSP (Office of Special Plans) which was under the 
direction of Donald Rumsfeld. Reportedly they largely came up with the plans for 
the Iraq invasion... what else are they hatching? 

At Sharm al Sheik, NPR’s guest reported that Bush told Mahmoud Abas 
(Palestinian PM) on 6/24/0? or 6/2/0? that God told him to attack Al Qaeda, and 
then to attack Iraq. This was supposedly leaked to the press and printed in Harretz

The goal is “peace and coexistence” 
between the two sides. They are including, “both sides of the story” of the 67’ war 
etc. Sounds a lot like the way the news is presented “fair and balanced” by the 
media in the U.S. Who ultimately has the editorial control? Follow the 
money... who is financing this thing, that is whose views and interests are being 
projected and protected, even if its from behind a curtain or smoke screen. 

If the 
Palestinians want peace and justice they should provide it for their people, their 
women their dissidents etc., then perhaps providence will smile on their cause.

I may be an admit-ably biased chronicler and correspondent, but I believe being 
admittedly biased to be more honorable than being biased, while claiming 
neutrality. You can’t help but realize, that I have a point of view and causes to 
champion. Some people will tell you they are giving you the truth the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth, in a fair and balanced way... I say bunk! 

On the radio today, they are talking about an Israeli human rights group protesting 
“the wall”... sounds to me like a bit of a subterfuge, but who knows? 

In a nutshell, as long as humankind exists, in it’s present form, there will be 
acrimony and conflict. We should do our utmost, to resolve these problems 
peacefully... but far too often we choose violent “solutions.” 


Now let me get this straight... several thousand years ago, your ancestors tried to 
ethnically cleanse the territory known as Canan, Philistine or whatever, because 
your leader said God told your people to do it. Although they were able to 
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exterminate a number of the tribes in the area, they never controlled all the land 
and were eventually driven out almost completely by the Romans. Then in the last 
century you and your relatives, who by now were widely dispersed and fabulously 
wealthy, bravely bribed and shot your way back into that territory and once again 
claimed it under the flag of God. Well, it looks like you did pretty darn good and 
it’s unlikely that the tribes who you stole the land from this time, will ever get rid of 
you. 


I am subject to attack by darn near everyone, leaving me with a very small 
constituency, perhaps a constituency of one... but someone has to speak for us. You 
can say, if you weren’t so insecure about this, so jealous of that, so self centered, etc. 
then you’d be happy with the way things are. Like I said someone has to speak up, 
even for the most under-represented groups. Everyone should have a voice, even if 
we can’t expect to change the world, there is nothing wrong with trying. 


I complain about a lot of things... including about the policies of the white male 
dominated government and power structure. It is a criminal enterprise as much so 
as the mafia, the communist party or any other gang of hoods. I think I’ll start 
calling the CIA -Crime, Inc. America. I’ve heard about Operation Condor - the 
CIA’s operation in Chile in the days of the cold war. As we are doing now in the 
war on terror, back then, we embraced murderous regimes for a “greater” good. 
Such policies are dangerous, unethical and it’s a darn shame that we don’t even 
debate them. 

I don’t think that being critical of something makes my viewpoint right... I hope 
that I don’t come across that way, but unfortunately I might. I would rather 
stimulate a few people to question the road they’re on and to question the 
authorities.

Its not surprising that 
their strategy of promising heaven for believers and hell for un-believers, has 
worked so well for so long... not surprising and not very funny. 

We are often reminded that we owe a debt to and should honor our soldiers... this is 
our patriotic duty. Instead, I think I feel sorry for some of them, admire some and 
have very little respect for others. Why should I be proud of men who clamber to go 
abroad to kill people and break things. I’ve been taught that they do it to keep us 
free and that otherwise we wouldn’t have enjoy our personal freedoms. I believe 
there’s a lot of truth to that, but it seems they also wage war to maintain the status 
quo. There are aspects of the status quo worth fighting to preserve, but there are 
also aspects of it that need to change... radically. 
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When our soldiers fight on behalf of the oil companies, neocons, Israel and the rich, 

I believe they are being misused. If you tell me that what’s good for those 
mentioned above, is good for all of us, I must say I disagree with and am ashamed of 
my country. I am also sometimes ashamed of myself and of the actions of my Arab 
people... there is more than enough guilt and shame to go around... lets straighten 
out so that we may cap that well! 


It’s interesting to see Ken Pollack, Ken Allard, David Kay, Col. Jacobs, Dick 
Cheney, Rumsfeld, Perle, Krystal, George Bush etc. commenting on the WMDs 
which have not been found. They have back peddled quite successfully and once 
again pulled the wool over the peoples eyes. Oh well, I guess it’s true, “a man hears 
what he wants to hear and disregards the rest.” Too bad they’ve destroyed Scott 
Ritters reputation... 

I’d take Kerry over Bush any day, but I still wouldn’t vote for him since he did not 
have the intestinal fortitude to commit to attacking the military industrial complex, 
hegemony, aggression and imperialism. Come to think of it, it seems he was part 
and parcel of TPTB.

The surveys in 2004 indicated that most Iraqis want the U.S. forces to stay until 
security is achieved. The survey results were then used by the neocons to imply that 
most Iraqis are glad we invaded... I’m not sure that is true. If you worded the 
survey to ask the Iraqi people “are you glad the Americans invaded and that the 
war happened”, what would the polls say? I don’t know, maybe they were so 
oppressed that they would mostly be for the invasion...

4. The oil “shortage” is OPECs fault. 

5. Those filthy Arabs. 

6. Those dirty rag heads. 

7. Kill them all. 

8. Just nuke them 


When on the most fundamental level, you’re entire system is based on “exclusive” 
religions, when it carries over to “our team is better than their team” in sports and 
you imprint kids with false mythology like Santa Claus from the very beginning, 
then how can we expect honesty from anyone? When history, archeology and 
science are relegated to the back seat by those controlling the masses, there’s not 
much hope for justice and peace. 

Yes, there is greatness as well as despicability in every group of people. The British 
who I admire for some things, I despise for others. History records them as being 
the kernel of almost all that is good; modern democracy, freedom, etc., but don’t 
forget, they’ve written most of history... just listen to what Churchill said, ““I expect 
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to be treated well by history, because I intend on writing it”... Winston Churchill 
and he said, "Sometimes the truth is so precious it must be accompanied by a 
bodyguard oflies," ...Winston Churchill.

Just this morning I 
heard Aristede or one of his cronies in Haiti talking about how the people of Port au 
Prince needed to mobilize to peacefully resist the terrorists. The rebels may or may 
not be using terrorism, just as the government may or may not be... what is the 
definition and what are the facts on the ground? Peter Ustinoff said, ...“terrorism is 
war by the poor and war is terrorism by the rich." 

If the definition of terrorism is the deliberate killing of innocent non-combatants, 
then the ultimate cases of it arguably were; Hiroshima, Nagasaki, Tokyo and 
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Dresden. I was taught that the atomic annihilation of hundreds of thousands of 
Japanese civilians was necessary because the Japanese “war lords” would never 
surrender and that nuking them was the only way to end the war without the death 
of hundreds of thousands of American boys and perhaps millions of Japanese. That 
may be true, or it may be a distortion of history. I think the American “war lords” 
wanted to get their way... unconditional surrender... and were willing to go to any 
lengths to obtain it. They were probably as unwilling to talk peace or compromise 
than the Japanese and the lives of Japanese civilians were of very little valuable to 
them. Of course it also served notice to the Russians that they’d better not grab too 
much of Europe or Asia... too bad it didn’t work. 

In the Middle East the Arabs who arguably are fighting to reclaim their lands are 
called terrorists, while those who have the “luxury” of using nukes if necessary are 
called chosen or holy. Israel and the west rarely if ever mention their nuclear 
options, but its been made clear enough they would annihilate the Arab world if 
they don’t get their way. On the other hand, if Hiroshima was useful in preventing 
the deaths of hundreds of thousands of Americans, then Islamic terrorism could be 
incorrectly construed as an effort to save Moslem and American lives, by attempting 
to drive the Americans out of the Middle East and not having to resort to more 
heinous means such as suitcase nukes and biological warfare. I am advised, 
however that the book of Revelation has told us for two-thousand years, that Israel 
will prevail. I am told that the Arabs were doomed before they even began to fight, 

I am told that they are not in the Lambs book, unless they convert, end their Jihad 
and join the crusade against their brothers and sisters. 

Religion is even worse than politics these days... at least in politics you’re given a 
choice of two parties. In religion they don’t even give you that choice, maybe you 
can choose between denominations, but you have to join the Christian team... or 
else! 

These leaders of yours spend our people men like dollars, to them we’re all just 
canon fodder. 

Why should the guy would land is about to be taken at spear point believe the guy 
with the crazy eyes who says “God gave me this land!” Just out of curiosity, was 
God talking from a burning bush, a cloud in the sky or perhaps out of a donkeys 
mouth? Would you be willing to give your property to someone who claims to be 
chosen and tells you such a story? “What!” you say... “don’t you know that we 
have ‘the truth’ and if you don’t believe in ‘the truth’, you are damned?” 

Yes, yes, yes, I have already been informed of my rights, thank you very much. 

They say the U.S. always does the right thing... after it has exhausted all other 
options. That makes me think I should stay here and try to work towards that end 
and to evicting the occupation of our government. 
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In 9.11 the terrorists brutally and horrifically killed approximately 3,000 
Americans, the vast majority of them civilians and destroyed several buildings, two 
of them monumental landmarks. Since then the U.S. has killed tens of thousands of 
Afghans and Iraqis, the vast majority of them civilians and destroyed hundreds of 
buildings none of them nearly as monumental as the trade center... you do the math. 

In math, a negative times a negative equals a positive, but in ethics, two wrongs 
don’t make a right. When you have a nation of immigrants led by its people who’s 
ancestors were; Anglos, Germans and them, with substantial influence from 
Africans, Latinos and Asians... who can stand against them? People from many 
nations and tribes have proven formidable, but none can hold a candle compared to 
this coalition. The moral of the story... don’t mess with the U.S., it will do whatever 
is necessary to win unconditionally, no matter what that is. 

Countries try to keep their “enemies” off guard, confused, disorganized, weak, 
quarreling internally and unable to mount an offensive or even a defense against the 
outside. This is done by espionage, sabotage, interference and when necessary war. 

In most societies, religious reactionaries wield considerable political and economic 
power, much greater than their numbers would suggest possible. They are well 
organized, single minded in their goals and unlike the “average man” more likely to 
be sober. 

Their think tanks, international money and political machinations have one primary 
goal and that is to strengthen “their” country and to weaken others. They’ve made 
much of their money financing wars for kings and presidents. They’ve been 
wrongly and collectively punished many times for their meddling and profiteering, 
They say they’re chosen and that makes some of them act like they are the masters 
and the rest are a herd to be managed. They’re smarter but not necessarily wiser. 

They’ve made many contributions to science, but not so many as to make them 
supreme or to have a special status. Some of their most astounding achievements 
have been in the area of destructive technology. Bravely and properly they will not 
renounce their God, but I wonder if they might consider loving their neighbors, 
instead of confiscating more land and build walls instead of bridges? If they start 
working purely for the good of all mankind, which many of them already do, they 
will help us all find greater peace and happiness. 


Persuasion is almost always better than invasion, education is always better than 
indoctrination. If we had cut off “allied” shipments of weapons and WMD 
precursors to Iraq in the 80’s, instead of encouraging Saddam to attack Iran, we 
might not be there today. The goal of the neo-cons, reactionary Christians and 
Israelis, has always been to do what ever is necessary to destabilize the middle-east 
and weaken the Arabs. If we hadn’t been complicit in the insertion of Israel by 
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questionable means, there would be a good chance for peace in the middle-east and 
an end to terrorism. If they were not so convinced that they were chosen over the 
rest of mankind, there is a chance they would live in peace with their neighbors and 
not have to threaten the world with nuclear annihilation to insure their survival. 

Is the Arabs would abandon; honor killing, female genital mutilation and the like, 
perhaps God would smile on their cause. 


Some American’s used to say “the only good Indian is a dead Indian”, then they 
changed it to the only good negro is a dead negro, I’m waiting to hear that the only 
good Arab is a dead Arab. 

Son, I will be going to see the Navy recruiter with you today, I will bless and support 
your decision as best I can. I will undoubtedly have differences with the policies of 
the USA and not always approve of your mission, but I will always hope and pray 
for your safety and well being. 

China, Iraq, Iran, Syria, Korea, Taiwan, Columbia, Yugoslavia, where ever... They 
will spend you like a buck, they don’t give a damn about you young men and 
women. If you are young, impressionable, insecure, unemployed and perhaps 
macho, then you are who they want. You may be a warrior by birth, it may be 
inherent in your blood, I don’t know, but I hope you know what you’re getting into. 
Despite your sharp protests to the contrary, I think those of us who are older know 
a thing or two... Peer pressure, zog media and the false church have won our youth 
over, as usual and will spend their lives to maintain their grip on society. 

I think you will be fighting more for zog and the false church than for God and the 
ideals of the founding fathers. Regardless, I admit the military could still be a good 
career path with excellent potential. Time will tell if you will be used and abused, or 
if you do good or even great things. 

The US has gone too far meddling internationally and it has gone too far at home in 
it’s social engineering. The result has been squandered constitutional rights, 
especially for men. I think that women are more content with the results, although 
neither sex is very satisfied. Neither our foreign policy meddling or our tinkering 
with American society has resulted in damage beyond repair, but both areas need a 
lot of work. 


The Brits, the Americans and the Israelis didn’t invent democracy, they have just 
hijacked it. They are democratic nations primarily in that they vote collectively to 
further their ambitions and to benefit those that join their cause. Those recruits 
considered worthy of acceptance are invited to enjoy the benefits of cronyism and 
preferential treatment. They celebrate the right to be drunk and to raise hell, as if 
those questionable freedoms aren’t guaranteed almost everywhere. The common, 
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binding democratic ideal, seems to be collective agreement in the policy of attacking 
and plundering the enemy of the moment... which by the way wasn’t exclusively 
their modus operandi, it’s always been the choice of tyrants. 


Britain and the U.S. demand homage from the world for squelching Hitler and 
Tojo...okay you (and Russia) did it, but not out of the goodness of your heart. I 
know you’re not supposed to look a gift horse in the mouth, but you did it for your 
own survival. Iraq? It looks to me like you’re doing this “favor” to the Iraqis for 
revenge, profit, to weaken the Arabs and for oil. 

Suicide bombings, hell fire missiles from the sky... death and devastation... welcome 
to the holy land! 

I’m a peculiar kind of nigger... I’m called a sand nigger, I come with a stigma, but 
receive no beni’s. 

Jerk me around and I might forgive you, but I’m unlikely to forget you. 

“First they came for them, then they came for them, then they came for us and 
there was no one left to help me”... this was valid in the case of Hitler, but now it’s 
used to weaken traditional societies. We are encouraged to support the causes of 
special interest groups that claim to want equal rights, but which are not satisfied 
till they have superior rights. I question why I should join with them to grant 
special privileges when they come at my expense? Why should I work to help the 
people that have worked the hardest to repossess the fruit of my labor and my God 
given rights? 


Where do I begin? This society gets sicker by the day... and so does Middle Eastern 
society. The Discovery channel produces TV shows highlighting our latest military 
technology and repeats old cliches about warriors not wanting to fight and about 
being so formidable that no one will challenge you... they call that the best strategy. 
In fact it might be, save for us turning our war technology on whoever will not bend 
to our supreme will. 

My son tells me that he’s willing to die for what he believes in... he says someone has 
to be willing to fight, so that guys like me can sit at our computers. I’m trying to 
remember if I ever asked him to do that for me? Who convinced our boys that they 
need to die, (or more likely kill) to preserve our sedentary existence? I wonder what 
the world would be like, if the rich old men and women didn’t encourage poor 
young men and women to go off and kill and sometimes die? I’m guessing the world 
would be a better place, I’m guessing the rich wouldn’t be quite so rich and the poor 
wouldn’t be quite so poor and neither would be quite so beholden to the government 
for tax breaks and handouts. The military genius’ on the Discovery channel says 
that loses are unacceptable, we must continue to make our military better, better, 
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better... 


Meanwhile the kids watch the Panama City spring break parties and hip hop artists 
on MTV. The dads watch action flicks and women on Howard Stern picking up 
objects with their bottoms and then having relay races in order to win boob jobs. 
Our technology continues to advance, while our moral fabric disintegrates further 
with each passing day. 

You said, with some emotion that you’re willing to fight so that I can sit at my 
computer and “work”, it seemed obvious that you level of respect for me was low. I 
took it to mean that you were willing to fight and possibly die for the freedoms that 
Americans have, including to “be like me”, which I took to mean the right to be a 
parasite. I am not asking you to risk your life for me... as far as my survival is 
concerned, let the chips fall where they may. 

I think you are fighting for another guy who sits at a computer and manages his 
mothers thirty million dollars. His son is into Rolex watches and one way or 
another will probably get rich, but I’d be surprised if he volunteers to fight for 
America. He might however continue the tradition of donating money to Israel and 
having hospital wings and streets named after his family. Meanwhile I will still be 
at my computer as well as cleaning toilets, shampooing carpets, patching roofs and 
trying to get rid of these old houses. I wonder when was the last time he or his 
relatives did any manual labor for a living? I saw him for diner last weekend and 
he asked the other rich fellow if he’d had his “Jag” out. ..then he allowed that he’d 
had the Corvette out a lot recently. If you die fighting, in my opinion it will be for 
those two and their crowd, your family will be devastated and these other ones who 
benefit will shed a few tears. Their name will remain prominently displayed on 
street signs and hospital wings in Palestine. Your name will be painfully etched in 
our hearts and perhaps in a newspaper, computer file or plaque for those that 
bravely gave their lives in the “war against terrorism.” I can only pray the outcome 
will not be such and that you will not be spent like the dollar they see you as. I love 
you far too much... I don’t know if I can go on without you... I don’t know if your 
grandfather would be able to either. 

I think you’re also fighting for the religious crazies, the ones who say kill them all 
and let God sort them out. There was one on the TV this morning (4/06/04), I think 
her name was Delaney or something like that... she says God told her to kill her 
sons, three or four of them I think, she bashed their heads in with rocks... she was 
found not guilty by reason of insanity. You’re fighting for people that say God gave 
them other peoples land and who tell the people living there, get lost and we don’t 
care where you go. I think you’d be fighting for Bush, Chaney and the other rich oil 
families... the list goes on and on, my point is they are deceiving the youth once 
again. 

I hope that if you become a warrior, that you fight for something more worthwhile 
than what I’ve mentioned above. At least tell me a reason why you’re fighting, 
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other than blaming me and saying you’re fighting for a lazy bum like me, that 
should be grateful for the “freedoms” I have. I am grateful and I am grateful that 
you are brave, but I am not asking you to fight for me and I think there’s a decent 
chance I can take care of myself and a good chance that many peace loving nations 
would also offer me a decent life. I care more about the ideals and actual practice of 
freedom, than about a specific country. There are many beautiful places t live and 
there is relative freedom in many places... I doubt if the people in many of those 
countries would agree with those that say America is the reason they are free. 
Twisted ideals and rampant capitalism that enriches a few and leaves most of the 
people with only beer, cake and spectator sports is not my idea of a great country. 

It is normal for parents and children to argue and disagree, but how can I hope to 
sway you when you have been bombarded from the age of one with religious and 
cultural propaganda and now listen to right wing talk radio for hours a day? Do 
you think that Rush, Hannigan and the rest of them are telling you the truth? These 
men who almost to a man avoided Vietnam with bad backs and sore knees are 
clamering for war like no others... except perhaps the reactionary church. 

There are people that hope they’re right, people that think they’re right and people 
that know they’re right... the latter are the most dangerous. 

The reactionary Christians that I know are among the most blood thirsty 
individuals I have ever met. One stepfather talks about how we should have killed 
more on the highway of death and about how a little torture can go a long way. He 
talks constantly about killing, Arabs, drug users, liberals... the next day I see him in 
his church robs singing in the choir. My wife’s step father has twice said to my dad, 
“we should have killed more of them” (first regarding Afghanistan, second Iraq.) It 
again reminds me of Gandhi’s remarks... “I like your Christ, I do not like your 
Christians. Your Christians are so unlike your Christ.” and 
“What do I think of Western civilization? I think it would be a very good idea.” 

In order to be “one of the boys”, you have to be willing to kill on command... thanks 
for nothing. 


The other day, there was the killing and horrible desecration of 4 U.S. 
contractors/mercenaries bodies in Falujah. US response so far has been to kill 450 
Iraqis in that city... 400 killed for each mercenary. The pundits say these were 
mostly “enemy” fighters, I don’t know what the truth is... it’s probably somewhere 
in between. Even though these “contractors” were likely well armed, perhaps 
wearing high-tech body armor, highly paid and ready, willing and able to kill Iraqis 
for profit, their desecration was horrible, but so has been the killing of thousands of 
Iraqis by an invading, occupying power. It’s possible that none of the hundreds of 
Iraqis killed in the US armies retaliation took part in the desecration of the 
contractors... since when do two wrongs make a right? As an observer, it looks to 
me like Christianity was hijacked right out of the gate by radicals like Saul of 
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Tarsus, who I believe heard a revelation from a donkey? With Islam and Judaism 
at least you pretty much get what you pay for... they are just a blood thirsty, but 
possibly less steeped in hypocrisy... WWJB (who would Jesus bomb?) maybe no 
one... the man Saul who changed his name to Paul, when he became an apostle is 
perhaps another story. Those sweet talking Christians at the Ray Boltz Church 
music show last night probably would not hesitate for a minute to send in the 
bombers. 


My 19 year old wants to be a Navy seal... he is also asking for one last Easter Egg 
hunt... what does this mean? Is he a man a child or both? 

“Freedom”, now seems to mean the freedom to become a debt slave. 

“Choice”, now means access to zog media, so they can educate us. 

The Muslims are every bit as guilty as the Christians, there are reports today that 
the Mahdi army wiped out an Iraqi village because they were too lax in their 
adherence to Islam. There are reports all the time of Sudanese Muslims committing 
genocide and enslavement of their darker skinned Christian countrymen and 
women... maybe we should have invaded the Sudan. How can Muslims expect God 
to smile on them when they commit such atrocities? 

We keep forgetting that two wrongs do not make a right... again and again and 
again -we forget. 


The violence on both sides is wrong and the perpetrators on both sides are 
criminals... especially the leaders. It is not however very surprising that when you 
multiply; human nature x desperation x greed x scarcity x history x religion that 
you get barbarity, death and... war. 

I don’t know if the Arabs realize that the necons strategy is to divide and conquer 
them, it’s effective if not original... just ask the American Indians. 

The general said the U.S. could sustain operations in Iraq, as long as the American 
people support the effort. He was drawing a comparison between Vietnam and 
Iraq, and alluded to Rumsfeld and the other neocons deciding to add 20,000 more 
troops to the fray (4/04.) In Vietnam, he mentioned that as you put more troops in 
you need more support, more supply people and you end up with more targets. He 
said the same could happen in Iraq. My feeling is that the American people are 
more likely to support pouring more lives down the drain in Iraq, because; this is a 
religious war and Arabs are the most despised people on earth at least to 
Americans... thanks Hollywood, thanks Fox news, thanks zog.

Seems to me that human life and events are all about getting your way and I’ve yet 
to meet anyone who doesn’t do everything in their power to do just that. Some 
people have very little power and don’t get their way very often. Other people, 
organizations and countries have great power and don’t hesitate very long before 
unleashing it on anyone in their way. 


If you’re a grunt, you’re worth a dollar, if you’re a special ops, you’re worth 
$ 20... in either case the “powers that be” will have no qualms about spending you 
to 

achieve their goals. 


We can criticize and judge each other till kingdom come... but should we? 


We’ve gone from, “it will be a slam dunk”, to “got to get those WMDs”, to “they’ll 
greet us with flowers as liberators”, to abusing prisoners and saying, heck that’s 
what happens in a war... lies, damn lies and statistics. 

The Americans I know are down playing the Iraqi prisoner abuse reports, they 
remind me a little bit of Germans saying that Jews weren’t being mistreated. At 
least the Germans didn’t have CNN etc. showing them pictures all day long, it made 
it easier for them to plead ignorance...Americans don’t have that luxury. 

Meanwhile the allegations get worse, rape of Iraqi women, sodomizing of Iraqi men, 
sex abuse of Iraqi children, plunder of money, gold and important papers by 
American troops... its not a pretty picture. 


The administration is reaching out to the Arab world, attempting damage control in 
the wake of the prisoner abuses that have been uncovered. Do you think the U.S. 
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can be trusted... just ask the Indians... oh wait a minute, where are the Indians? Oh 
yeah, they’re almost all gone now... well tribes of Araby the only way that Bush 
plans to reach out to you is with a predator drone toting hell fire missies. 

... Likewise, we prefer to kill our “enemies” with similar sterility and cold disregard. 
We opt for missile strikes and laser guided bombs, which our children have become 
experts at via video games to teach them the necessary skills. We become furious 
and rightly so, when our troops or “contractors” are butchered or desecrated, but 
then we kill hundreds of people in revenge.

In Israel (5/12/04) in the last several days, Palestinians have blown up two Israeli 
military convoys with roadside bombs, killing approximately eleven Israeli military 
personnel. In response (retaliation), Israel has so far killed 23 Palestinians fighters 
and civilians, and blown up a number of buildings... they have fired into crowds of 
people in refugee camps... who are the barbarians?

Either way it means butchering human beings, spilling blood and killing mostly 
innocent people. One side has killing down to a science, be it people who are killed 
from miles away and forgotten, or cattle and chickens killed in factories and never 
seen by the consumer until plucked from the cooler shelf in shiny plastic packages. 
The other side is not so antiseptic, it kills men or animals “barbarically” and leaves 
the corpse on the side of the road. Both sides are horrific hunters of men who have 
proven repeatedly that they will do absolutely anything to get their way. 

Friends tell me to be grateful that in this great country you can celebrate and party 
all you want, but they also advise me to keep my criticism of neocons and war policy 
to myself. Is this the land of the free or the land of freedom to get drunk. It seems 
to me that the government would rather have us partying than protesting and 
allowing us to stay drunk is a step in that direction. 

Now “Anonymous” at the CIA is promoting his book (6/04) that says Bush is 
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playing into Bin Laden’s hands. I believe that “Anonymous” says we must kill as 
many people, including civilians as it takes, to break the back of militant Islam. I 
interpret this to mean the west should pursue a Sherman like policy of total war 
against the Arabs, until they submit to America’s will... again... so WWJB? 

Is it out of the question to leave them alone and end our Machiavellian schemes and 
interferences? If we act moderately, maybe the Arabs will too, if we don’t they 
probably won’t either. If moderation returns, then it’s quite possible that the 
extremists in the Middle East will not have fertile ground for terrorism, but if we 
escalate, they will have plenty of recruits for mayhem and they may also obtain the 
means to inflict damage on the west commensurate with that we are inflicting on 
them. The neocons say that is even more reason to prosecute them and that a brave, 
free nation like the U.S.A. must not shrink from its “task” no matter what the 
dangers may be. I keep hearing that “radial Islamists” are evil barbarians, but I 
think they are more like us than we would like to admit. Unfortunately I don’t see 
any signs of the U.S. stopping its aggressive policies or the Islamists submitting and 
stopping their terrorist style war. 

Bush is anxious to defend America by fighting the “terrorists”, my GOP and 
reactionary friends applaud him loudly. My liberal, more secular friends are less 
buoyant, but when push comes to shove they also cry for blood, revenge and 
“security.” I hope and pray for peace, justice, for God to protect our sons and 
daughters and bring them home safely. 

They’re given coordinates and they blow people up... they do it because they are told 
to, they are paid to and they believe they are doing the “right thing.” They are 
killing terrorists they are told. They have heard bad things about Arabs since they 
were little boys and girls. Is it any wonder they are so willing to kill, is it any 
wonder they think that Jesus is looking on approvingly, is it any wonder they drop 
bombs on “targets”, even though they must know there are Iraqi or Palestinian 
women and children inside?

The war is largely helping the provocateurs and the profiteers, but isn’t that how 
most wars are? Will things change much for the “people?” I heard a guy the other 
night being interviewed and he said, something to the effect that, “ wars are justified 
as necessary evils, but they are usually more evil than necessary.” I wish I had 
gotten his name, I think it was “Coughin’’ or something like that ... his speech was 
slurred a bit, by a recent stroke. I’ll revise his quote to this, “wars are often 
justified as necessary evils, but they are usually more evil than justifiable.” 

It’s not nice being called a traitor for being loyally opposed to those who have 
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subverted the Constitution and who ignore Washington’s warning about permanent 
foreign alliances. 


We are doing everything we can to make sure the Muslims don’t get WMDs, yet we 
assisted Israel in obtaining them. The same people that detest the UN and applaud 
America’s vetoes of every UN resolution condemning Israel’s crimes against the 
Palestinians, point to the UN’s recognition of Israel in 1948? as a major reason for 
that countries legitimacy. Israel has more WMDs and nukes than all but a few 
countries in the world and at this time still has not officially acknowledged them. 
Where did they get their uranium or plutonium? 

It seems fairly clear that Israel will use their nukes to kill as many Arabs as 
necessary if that is what it takes for them to keep the land they have conquered. 

The US has no problem with Israel’s position and has aided and abetted the theft 
every step of the way... after all, the Bible says it’s there’s, American’s believe it 
and that settles it. So why were we so surprised when the “enemy” finally brought 
the battle to our shores... after all, Arabs and other Muslims have been killed with 
U.S. weapons and with U.S. acquiescence for over fifty years? The west has been 
interfering in the Middle East for over 100 years, 1,000 years if you include the 
Crusades. Is it any wonder that the Muslims have become radicalized and that they 
consider violent jihad their best course of action?” We are on a crusade to conquer 
and they are on a jihad to keep their way of life... corrupt as it has become. They 
have become radicalized, just as we are becoming increasingly radicalized, our 
madras’s turn out zealots just as theirs do. In both cases, the people increasingly 
follow political and religious leaders who favor violence and extremism instead of 
understanding, negotiation, compromise and justice. 

We call Israel a democracy, but I see its people as being united primarily by the goal 
of holding onto the land they conquered and the further goal of expanding their 
settlements. If that is what democracy is all about, it is not worth all the bragging. 


I hope that some day, men look back on this age and say I can’t believe we lived like 
that and we will never surrender our rights again. Funny, they will sound like the 
“liberated” women of today. Liberate me, liberate you, liberate everyone. Mullahs, 
pastors, priests etc., I humbly request that you scour your sacred texts to find 
justification for peace and reconciliation, not violence and degradation.

The object is the same, to 
draw to themselves the power, the wealth and the resources of other nations." - 
Thomas Jefferson 

Been watching “Coronation Street” off and on for several hours on CBC...it’s 
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interesting! Now they’re broadcasting “Deadline Iraq... uncensored stories of the 
war” and a disclaimer advises that sensitive viewers should be warned that there 
will be graphic images, including dead coalition soldiers. Strange, I don’t think this 
has been seen on US TV... probably never will be! 

A US soldier with crooked, discolored teeth is interviewed as the camera trains on 
an Iraqi armored vehicle with a jagged two foot wide hole in it. What do you think 
of the war the commentator asked him, “pretty awesome what the marines did”, the 
young man replied. The reporter from World Pictures and People Magazine 
showed a fire fight as well as Iraqi passenger cars blown up by US tanks. A while 
later the US tank driver showed up and started to cry when he saw the carnage he 
had created and the dead civilians. He told the reporter to tell the Iraqis that he had 
pulled the trigger and was sorry that this war not the war the American people 
wanted. 

There was lots more on the show that I found thought provoking... I wish they’d 
show it in the US, would some minds be changed, or are they just preaching to the 
choir? 

How can I win the argument when so many other influential voices in your life are 
telling you to go? I am against the war, but know I might be wrong, after all there 
are greater powers in the universe than you and I... “powers and principalities” and 
all that. I am skeptical of those who are so sure we are doing the right thing and I 
question their facts. I also think the government may be wrong, how many times 
have they pissed on our backs and told us it was raining anyway? I will pray for 
your safety, but I’m scared half to death. This war on terror may lead the U.S. or 
someone else to turn the Muslin Middle East into a sea of glass, if they don’t get 
their way and I’m not for that either. 

Nine eleven, versus 10,000 or so dead Iraqis and Afghans, lots and lots of them non- 
combatants. Two wrongs don’t make a right, playing God is not the governments 
job or its right. There are lots of dictators out there, but they don’t control so much 
oil and they didn’t potentially threaten Israel. I hope the neocons, war profiteers, 
your friends and your relatives appreciate whatever sacrifice you are going to 
make... I just hope you don’t make the ultimate sacrifice or something close to it. 

There are more and more people that think the sword is mightier than the pen and 
they might be right, the sad thing is they also love and respect the sword and what it 
represents, more than they do dialogue and mediation. They also tend to choose 
ancient superstitions over reason and inquiry. 


Even though I am stating unabashedly that I am an Arab American and pro 
Palestinian, I am speaking solely for myself. 
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How much of the Arab world’s problems can they blame on Israel and the west and 
how much must they take responsibility for? 

In so many cases of conflict, a relevant question might be, “what came first, the 
chicken or the egg?” Sometimes it’s impossible to determine the answer... or at least 
it seems impossible to agree on the “truth.” Very sad... we’re not getting past this 
point and it causes hatred, anger, derision and violence. Can’t we figure some way 
to put this in the background for a while and then we can work on helping the 
chicken cross the road. 

I may have benefited from the Indian wars and slavery, but that does nothing to 
change the fact that they were wrong. Now you want me to support “liberation” of 
Iraq, with the subtle implication that we will be able to have cheap oil and they will 
have democracy. I think you’re wrong again, I’d rather have expensive oil than 
bloody soaked oil and if democracy will rob Iraqi men or women of their rights, I 
want no part of killing the country to save it. 


You are asked to be Christian soldiers and told to go “onward Christian soldiers, 
bravely off to war.” You are told that you are fighting God’s fight for the 
downtrodden and weak, but after 2,000 years of this killing do you not question 
whether you are doing God’s bidding or the bidding of the rich? Have the poor 
been raised much in the last 2,000 years and have the rich been lowered? I think 
you are told that the fight is not between flesh and blood, but between powers and 
principalities, but I wonder if this is always true? Regardless, it is usually your 
flesh, your blood and your futures they are anxious to sacrifice... not there own. 

Our Middle East policies continue to radicalize the region, it seems like our goal for 
fifty years has been to destabilize the region, since they often fail to comply with our 
will. For one-hundred years before that, the British did the same thing and there 
has been no stability in the region at least since the west moved in, first with 
Napoleon and then with the Brits. I’ve been taught in school that the Ottoman’s 
were brutal and needed to “get the boot”, that may be entirely true, partly true or 
partly propaganda. In any case, it has been quite useful to teach that version of 
history for all those who share similar anti-Arab objectives in the region. 

Iraq? Is it just the continuation of the iron fist policy? Give women in the Middle 
East the vote and you can overthrow patriarchal society, just as you have done in 
the west. Maybe that’s a good thing for women and children, maybe it’s not... it’s 
highly questionable that it’s better for men who through community property and 
custody decisions have often been beaten down to the status of drones. Rich men 
are largely insulated from the effects of such railroading and the common man has 
been largely convinced to submit. Joe six pack is so connected to his wife that he’d 
be in big trouble if he makes waves, so he does nothing... of course many men 
support the status quo and find it quite okay. I don’t begrudge you for fighting for 
women’s rights, so why do you attack me for lobbying for men’s? 
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In Afghanistan, the U.S. is getting ready to destroy the poppy fields that have 
exploded in number since the fall of the Taliban. Will more attacks on Afghans 
decrease or increase poppy cultivation and terrorism? Meanwhile the oil men, 
fronted by Bush and Cheney, reap billions, while the price of gasoline goes up and 
85 % ethanol is available, but is of course lobbied against, behind the scenes, by the 
oil companies. Brazil has shown that ethanol can replace huge amounts of oil based 
gasoline, but this is not even under consideration here... nor it seems is coal 
liquification. 


I think I get it now... the more Arabs you kill, the more of them you are entitled to 
kill. I’ve seen reports that for every “Coalition” soldier killed, there have possibly 
been twenty Iraqi civilians killed and an additional untold number of Iraqi 
“insurgents” killed. The logic seems to be... it takes more than 20 Iraqis to equal 
one American, so, we must be “worth” twenty times as much as an Iraqi. If the 
body count gets even higher, then we are worth even more per person, making 
Iraqis worth even less and “entitling” Americans to kill even more. 

They also talk about “crossing the line”, the “terrorists” have really crossed the line 
this time, etc. Well did it ever occur to the fighters on both sides, that every time 
they kill someone, they have “really crossed the line?” On TV tonight Aaron Brown 
discusses the very unique lives of the almost 1,000 American soldiers that have died 
as of 9/7/04... well can’t the same be said for the 10,0000, or 20,000 or 30,000 Iraqis 
that have died so far? I’ve been seeing lots on TV about the Russian children killed 
in the terrorist siege of the school, in Belsan and agree it was a horrible and 
dastardly crime. I’ve seen crying people, dead children, angry survivors... but I’ve 
yet to see anything about the 10’s of thousands of Chechyan civilians killed by 
Russians soldiers and very little about the thousands of Iraqi civilians killed by 
Americans and by other Iraqis and foreign fighters. 

On the radio this morning, they stated, that if the 1,000 dead Americans from Iraq 
had 5 minutes each with Bush, it would take him 83 hours to listen to all of them. If 
we add the 10s of thousands of dead Iraqi and Afghan civilians, it would take so 
long, he might not have time to order the killing of more of them. The average 
American soldier is a good kid who wants to liberate Iraq and avenge 911, both of 
whice are at least in part inaccuracies they have been told and they believe. A 
somewhat smaller percentage of them would gladly kill for; our occupied 
government, Israel’s security and big oil company contracts. As for democracy, 
that may simply mean the McDonaldization of the Middle East, taking power from 
the ruling men and giving it to men and women who see things our way... after all, if 
the men and women who are elected don’t see it our way, would we not remove 
them? It probably depends on how compliant, or not, they turn out to be. 

So many stories on this day about the amazing soldiers, the stoic families, the great 
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sacrifices and it’s somewhat true... but there’s nothing about the families in Iraq. 
There’s nothing about the children who have had half their faces burnt off, who are 
double amputees, who have had their lives shattered. They get zero play in the U.S. 
news...hmm, I wonder why. The Iraqis had a tyrannical government, lots of oil and 
were perceived as a potential threat to Israel. They did not change their system by 
themselves, so tragically and violently, it is being changed by the “coalition” ...the 
question is will they be better off in the long run and by whose measure? 

Was the patriarch Abraham an Iraqi, after all, the Bible says he came from Ur, 
which was in modern day Iraq? If he was a native of Iraq, why are we now killing 
the children of Ur? Today 9/12/04 on the radio news, a Bradley Fighting Vehicle 
was damaged by a roadside bomb and the US crew, some of whom were lightly 
injured abandoned the war machine. A crowd of young Iraqis surrounded it in a 
victory celebration. A US helicopter then fired missiles on them, killing a number of 
people, a Palestinian journalist who may have been filming the scene was also killed. 
Is this the direction we are moving in... a statement from the US military said they 
were destroying the Bradley so its weapons would not be looted... were they not also 
sending a cold blooded message to the Iraqis? 

The constant talk about power and glory, dominion and victory sent up warning 
flags in my mind. It smelled fishy and despite their claims that it was God’s power 
and victory, the church always seemed to reward themselves with some one else’s 
abundance. In the old days it was usually land or gold, now it seems to be oil, 
control of pipeline routes or various commercial contracts. When I saw our old 
pastor encouraging the young children to try and talk in tongues and later saw your 
current pastor become enraged when loosing the little league game he was coaching, 
I put two and two together. It was already apparent that the ball game was all 
about winning, not so much about teaching the kids to play, it was mostly about 
winning... but how would Jesus coach? Later on, the “patriotic” July 4 th 
celebration seemed to me to basically be a war rally, complete with photos of bound, 
defeated Iraqis, and an Abrahms tank with a sign reading “Bush and Co.” I can no 
more follow these peoples example, then I can not embrace the path our current 
administration is on. 


Bush’s lead is increasing in the polls (9/18/04), as American’s side with his view of 
things. He at least has a plan they say, Kerry does not. I think that American’s are 
accepting the current level of casualties in Iraq as acceptable, just about one 
American killed per day on the average and about 25 Iraqis... well we know they 
don’t count. In any case most Americans don’t seem to like Arabs... in fact, it seems 
that lots of Americans hate Arabs. As an Arab-American who blends in, I have 
heard many a candid remark from my countrymen about Arabs. As far as I can 
recall, for the decades that I have been listening, I think they’ve all been 
negative... .fucking Arabs, stinking Arabs, God #%*@ towel heads etc. Most 
American have decided that loosing a few working class blokes and killing a few 
thousands “towel heads” each month is a fair price for getting our way and getting 
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their oil. It’s a sad thing, but to some extent the Arabs have made their own bed 
and now must lie in it... of course the media and Hollywood have done their best to 
portray Arabs in a bad light from the beginning and they will have to lie in the bed 
of their making as well. 

On the Discovery Channel there’s a commercial for “Guests of the Ayatollah” from 
the author of Black Hawk Down. On the Jon Daily show, there’s the usual gutter 
humor and double entendre... in both cases, cleverly, very cleverly, they are getting 
the herd ready for another assault against the enemy. 

Power is good, bad, dangerous and/or useful depending on the circumstances. 
Consider accidentally receiving an electrical shock while trying to fix an electric 
outlet or light switch. You are feeling “power” in one of its manifestations, it is like 
lightning harnessed for our use... but it is still dangerous. Consider bombings by 
the military or by terrorists, these are also manifestations of power... and not 
positive ones, although they are harnessed and designed by man, like electricity to 
do our “work.” 

What if the $ 400 billion or so that we’ve spent invading and occupying Iraq had 
been spent on; alternative energy, cancer research etc? How much actually has 
been spent on these in the last two years? The Bush gang has a vested interest in oil 
and old style energy sources. They trying to avoid the issue, or to convince us that 
we should put our trust in them and use the U.S. military to protect our oil interests. 
Meanwhile they tell us they are also working hard on alternative energy, which is 
highly questionable. The never tell us, but they imply that we must use our military 
to control oil and to place friendly governments in charge of the foreign oil. They 
may have convinced you, but... 

I don’t always know what’s right, nor do I trust those who claim they do. 


I don’t go along with “I’d rather be fighting them over there than over here”, as 
justification for invasions, occupations and collateral killing of civilians. I’d rather 
address the root causes of these problems and possibly end terrorism that way... of 
course our fearless leaders have no plans to do that. I heard a joke after the tragic 
New Orleans flood of 05’, that Bush was sending supplies elsewhere instead of to 
New Orleans, so that we could fight the flood some where else... I guess I don’t 
remember the joke very well. 

So many of you say it’s not about oil, it’s not about Israel and it’s not about religion. 
At the same time, some of you imply that if we can not pacify them, then we should 
kill more of them. In the last few days I’ve heard one radio host mention neutron 
bombs and callers to C-Span repeatedly suggest carpet bombing. If we can not cure 
the patient, we seem determined to kill him. We are willing to do absolutely 
anything in order to get our way... nothing has changed since we gave the Indians 
blankets infected with small pox and later wiped out the buffalo to starve the native 
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people. If there is a God and if we reap what we sow, then we may want to pray... 

Lots of folks like Bush because they see him as a regular guy. I think he’s a fairly 
regular rich guy who was born with a silver spoon in his mouth. To me, he appears 
as phony as a three dollar bill and a lot of people are confusing “dumb” with 
“regular.” Lincoln and some other presidents may have been “regular” guys, but 
they were also highly intelligent men. Bush has ridden more coat tails than any 
president that I know of. 


Be-headings are disgusting and despicable, they are ways to magnify; humiliation, 
grief, trauma, duration of pain and propaganda. Is it worse than shooting a 
prisoner or bombing civilians? That’s a matter of opinion, my opinion is 
unimportant, it’s what others think that really matters and if they think that it 
furthers their goals, they are likely to continue. 

Laws and government should protect the meek from powerful bullies, they should 
not empower one group to take the production or property of another. The words 
evolution and revolution are very similar, if a society does not peacefully evolve into 
something better, it may be changed by revolution, or by outside forces. Perhaps 
the human race is still evolving physically and perhaps human society is evolving as 
well. Maybe when a society refuses to evolve, God changes it and uses war machines 
like that of the U.S. to do so, is that what’s happening in Iraq? Is the Middle East 
going to be democratized? 

Will the U.S. be changed from the inside by evolution or by revolution? Will it stay 
the same or continue to grow and spread it’s vision to the rest of the world? Or will 
God decide that the U.S. is as hypocritical as other nations and needs to be changed 
as well? What does democracy mean to the Arab world? Will women have all the 
rights of American women? Will strong willed women have the right to legally 
dominate their husbands and family, will community property become the norm, 
will child custody almost automatically go to the woman, unless she is unfit? As it 
stands, now, all things being equal, the woman is almost always granted custody of 
the children in the U.S., the only guarantee men have, is that they’ll be charged 
child support... even if they will be raised counter to his views. 

I have never seen such a tradition of hatred and self-importance as in reactionary 
religions. These people are such mean mothers (literally and figuratively), there is 
such a willingness to make war, such emphasis on acquiring the tools of war, of 
mastering the science and technology of war. I do not plan on going to your church, 
except for wedding and funerals. 

Vincent Cornell an American who converted to Islam years ago and is now a scholar 
spoke with Krista Tippet on NPR’s “Speaking of Faith”, 10/3/04. They seem to 
want Islam to unilaterally stand down and back off, to become submissive and 
compliant. They say very little about the west’s intrusions, subversions and 
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occupations of the Middle East, they say little about Israel stealing the land of the 
Palestinians, they say little about the puppet governments supported across the 
Middle East that are allowed to rule as long as they grant the contracts to the right 
oil companies. These things have contributed greatly to that regions chaos and 
violence, the so called hatred of freedom is largely a red herring. 

In Samara this week, 125 “insurgents” have been killed and only one American 
soldier has died. All I know is that Americans have entered an Iraqi city and killed 
Iraqis and other Arabs and that these were sons, brothers and husbands. Not to 
mention the unspecified number of women, children and non-combatant men who 
have been killed in this "pacification." Ditto for Israel this week... two children 
living on stolen land were killed by Palestinian rockets and fifty Palestinians, 
including a number of children were killed in retaliation... 

I am a hypocrite sometimes and I am willing to admit it. You seem almost anxious 
to kill to “save”, you clamor to attack oil rich countries to set them free, but you 
don’t admit the hypocrisy of these acts. You are quick to use this slur against 
others, but usually only admit to your hypocrisy in theoretical, terms and usually 
with the caveat that you have been forgiven. You are a scripture spouting 
hypocrite, wrapped in patriotism, marching bands, waving flags and blood. Don’t 
mind that some people think dissent is the highest form of patriotism. 

Meanwhile, the Arabs slip deeper into corruption, debasement and violence. Are 
they being destroyed, or made stronger by their frenzy of killing foreigners and each 
other? Is there not some other way to liberate their lands? Holding what’s left of 
their fertile ground and attempting to win back the rest of it has turned into another 
of mankind’s long string of historical blood baths and once again religions on all 
sides of the fight claim God is on their side. 

I’m saying there are people that think you’ve stolen their country and all you can 
say is up yours... that’s not very nice. 

Bush deserves another four years, to save the world or whatever... he should get the 
credit or the blame for whatever we’re in store for. 

What is the truth... is the US, the guarantor of freedom and the savior of the world 
or just another imperialist power... superpower. 

Terrorism is reprehensible, disgusting and the result of people that have become 
inhuman... not subhuman. Inhuman, because of the brutality they have suffered or 
maybe for other reasons, but they have become monsters. So what should the Arabs 
do? The don’t have viable armies to stand up the US and Israel, so how can they 
regain what they say is rightfully theirs? How about non-violent resistance like 
Gandhi led in India. It worked there and the Americans and Israelis are moral 
people, it should be a cinch to work with them! 
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Iran and nuclear blackmail... duh! But what about Israel, they have them and it 
appears crystal clear that they’ll nuke others if they don’t get their way. The 
U.S.A? well I guess they already did. 


The White House’s reply to Kerry’s criticism was something to the effect, that the 
president will always give his commanders what they need to achieve victory. 
(10/5/04 ) The emphasis as usual is on victory and defeating the “enemy.” Once 
again, if you are for peace, you’re not a patriot and they are likely to tell you that 
you can’t have peace without first having a victory to secure it. I think the vital 
ingredient for peace is justice and your victory is hollow and short lived if you 
deprive the people of justice. Resolve the Palestinian issue justly, stop propping up 
oppressive puppet governments and I think peace will have a chance... 

I think it was the chief of Nazi propaganda who said, “tell a lie often enough and it 
becomes the truth.” I suppose that was not an original thought, it probably had 
been common knowledge since the beginning of time. 


You say that God has given you the Palestinian’s land... it would be funny if you 
weren’t so bloody serious about it. You could make funny skits for Mad TV or SNL 
out of it, if you weren’t so actively crusading for your vision. You say that God 
spoke to Moses through a bush and now a Bush thinks he’s speaking for God... 
hmmm? 

Do you really think the people whose land you’re taking will embrace your myths 
and legends? You don’t seem to care if they do or if they don’t... you give them the 
“opportunity” to join your team and if they don’t, your juggernaut destroys them. 
Throughout history, this has been done time after time to peoples all over the world. 
When I ask you to think about what you are doing, you say, “what is there to think 
about... it is written.” Maybe you are doing God’s work... who knows, I don’t, but 
you are convinced that you know. If you are in the right then the “backwards” or

should re-evaluate how I feel about the Iraq war... 


How often have the powerful turned the weak against each other? Be it the 
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American Indian police arresting Sitting Bull or the Iraqi national guardsmen 
fighting their brothers, it’s usually about control of land and resources. 

On the radio (11/13/04), Allen Devotane, points out that religious groups were 
instrumental in the end of slavery, the success of the civil rights movement and 
other good causes. He doesn’t mention that these generally were not fundamentalist 
Christians, at least not white ones. The white fundamentalist Christians were 
frequently on the other side of the fight. Fight they did and fight they do, this time 
to destroy the Muslim people. You are with us or against us the reactionaries on 
both sides like to say. 

If you do not give all of your citizens, fair and equal rights, don’t be surprised if the 
world police come knocking at your door. I can’t say there’s anything terribly 
wrong with that, unless when the world police come a-knocking, they make things 
even worse. It’s one thing for the situation to get worse before it gets better, but 
eventually, you reach a point where the correctness of the whole thing can be called 
into question. Furthermore, when you institute democracy and equal rights, are 
you simply disempowering one group of elite and empowering another? If that is 
the case, then there potentially is little or no net gain in justice and therefore little 
chance of peace. 


Live and let live... that is what you say. Divide and conquer... that is what you do! 

When people in power are threatened with the loss of their monopoly, they typically 
spill the blood of their young soldiers and of innocent civilians in their attempt to 
maintain their stranglehold on society. The Iraqis Bathists are an example of this, 
as will be our own government if it is ever backed against the wall... at that time the 
excesses of the Patriot act may seem like pure spring water. 


11/16/04 Maybe I could debate the marine shooting the wounded terrorist (per Sean 
Hannity) in the Fallujah Mosque that’s been all over the news today, but I’ve been 
advised to keep my mouth shut... for my own good. Meanwhile we are being 
further desensitized to such images and acts, so that in the future we will accept as 
acceptable, even worse brutality. This goes in cycles, during the Indian wars, when 
there was barbarity on both sides, Americans accepted genocide and who’s to say 
they won’t accept it again? 

Margaret Hassan was killed today by her captors... the height of barbarity I 
believe. Unless there’s something they’re not reporting about her, she was a human 
rights activist working hard for many years to help the Iraqi people. Her killers 
may be trying to convince everyone that Iraq is unsafe for anyone with outside 
connections or origins, but they are also killing hundreds of innocent Iraqis, so they 
are if nothing else, desperate and misguided. 
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The pundits are all over the TV massaging the facts and images related to the 
marine killing the wounded Iraqi. The justice or injustice of the act can be debated 
for a long time, but one thing is apparent to me... one young man has killed another 
young man and both were sent by old men. Until young men question the rightness 
of killing for their elders we will have wars. 

In another case an American soldier shot an Iraqi to death, to “put him out of his 
misery”, do we consider it a courtesy if our wounded soldiers were treated the 
same... no, I believe we raze cities for that. 

It sounds to me like they are already “spinning” the facts, in preparation for the 
marines defense argument. “I didn’t mean to!” he blurted out, or something like 
that... yes just like when a junior high school boy shoots out the neighbors window 
with his BB gun. The day before the incident, this marine had been wounded in the 
face, the damage control report announces. Wells please tell us... how bad was it? 

If he’s back to work the next day how bad could it have been? Damage control also 
tells us that another marine had been killed by a booby trapped Iraqi body and that 
I have to take very seriously. Meanwhile the likes of Sean Hannity makes it sound 
like wounded and dead Iraqis are blowing up regularly all over Fallujah ... is that 
the case? The marine probably had heard about Iraqi wounded blowing them 
selves up, so I can see how the young marine would have responded as he did? 

The pundits have announced that it’s okay to shoot dead bodies just in case, perhaps 
to detonate them from a safe distance? If so, why would you shoot a wounded man 
from a few feet away, wouldn’t that be a good way to get yourself blown up if he 
detonates? On the other hand, the marine is said to have shot him in the head, so 
that probably would prevent him from detonating himself... but where were the 
Iraqis hands? Could they be seen, or were they under his clothes where they could 
be clutching a detonator? There are a few questions that might be answered... of 
course some of you will say, it’s none of my business... he was just doing his job etc. 

There are also reports that this isn’t the first time wounded Iraqi “terrorists” have 
been “executed” on the spot. It would be surprising if it hasn’t been happening 
occasionally elsewhere. Meanwhile, Don Imus makes the pronouncement that, these 
people are, “murdering bastards.” I’ve heard it all my life, Arabs are scum, 
subhuman, etc. It’s in our movies, it’s in our churches, it’s on the news, I’ve heard 
it in school, at picnics, in living rooms and in bars for the last thirty years. It 
remains to be seen if you will have to kill thousands more or will it be millions more, 
before you can pacify or “civilize” them. Meanwhile, you are the invaders not them. 

I will refrain from your hero worship of our troops, at least in their current mission. 


Wearing state of the art body armor they call in; Abrams tanks, C-130 gun ships, 
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Cobra helicopters, F-16s, Phalanx Gatling guns and hell fire missiles to pulverize the 
lightly armed Iraqis into little pieces. Most of the Iraqis that you kill are local 
fathers, sons and brothers. Time will tell if the coalition troops are liberators or 
occupiers... all though you have already decided. If they were defending us for real, 
especially here at home I’d join in your adulation, but at this point in time, I have 
some misgivings. 

I constantly hear “I’d rather have us fighting them in Fallujah and Ramadi” than in 
NY and Chicago, even though it has never been even remotely established that the 
Iraqis had anything to do with 9/11 or that they were likely to have stockpiles of 
WMDs. I hear reports that we’re killing foreign fighters, but then I hear that only 
1% of those killed have been found to be foreigners... what’s the truth? Meanwhile, 
we and our allies are the ones who undisputedly have WMDs and we are the ones 
that undeniably have used them to kill hundreds of thousands of civilians... in a 
matter of seconds. 

There are local boys I know, who joined the marines, who were known for pulling 
some borderline “sick” stunts in high school and getting in various trouble around 
town. Although possibly nothing worse than my own son did. It’s not difficult to 
train aggressive young men to be soldiers, it’s probably harder to train them to be 
peaceniks! How convenient for the old men and women to have a ready supply of 
young men who are glad to do your dirty work. It’s a story as old as history. 

Throughout history such young men and other less frenetic ones have served 
valiantly for just causes, but to fight for religion and oil and call it for freedom and 
liberation is spurious. Whey don’t we send troops to stop the horrendous violence 
occurring daily in African countries? Is it because they aren’t coveted by the oil 
companies, or pronounced evil by the neo-cons and our religious extremists? 

The Israelis’ claim that they have paid the Palestinians for much of the land and 
buildings that has been taken from them. Buy a few houses, steal a few hundred... 
it sure brings the price down! 

Yes, there are mostly corrupt totalitarian regimes throughout the Middle East. 
Unfortunately its been that way throughout history, but they’ve also been on a war 
footing and virtually under marshal law since the west began it’s occupation of the 
region 200 years ago. How hypocritical it is that we prop up, fund and support 
these dictators, as long as they don’t threaten Israel, or give too many oil 
concessions to our rivals. 

The key seems to be to “civilize them”, and if the Arabs won’t comply, the west does 
whatever it can to keep them weak, fragmented and unable to pose a threat to 
Israel. We sell them arms, but make sure the Israelis have a newer generation of 
weapon that along with good generalship will make the Arabs arms ineffective 
against the occupation forces... the weapons we sell Arabs only seem to be good for 
killing other Arabs. 
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Meanwhile, as long as the Arabs continue to terrorize and arbitrarily kill their own 
people, they will receive very little sympathy or moral authority from those in the 
world community who might be able to help them. I don’t know if they have 
factored this in to the equation and decided that the world community is unwilling 
or unable to help them anyway, but I still think massive civil disobedience, peaceful 
protest and using their energy resources as bargaining chips would be a course 
worth trying. 

There’s no such thing as impartiality, look at the basket-brawl (11/19/04), between 
the Pacers and the Pistons. The calls and emails to the local TV and radio stations 
run mostly along fan loyalty lines ... no surprise. Similarly, we claim to be 
impartial in Iraq and it’s easy to justify the elimination of a horrible regime like 
Saddam’s, but the rest of the world does not see us as impartial liberators. They see 
a side of us that we refuse to acknowledge ... greed for oil and religious based 
support for Israel over the Palestinians. 

If you’re my age, you’re probably familiar with Truth or consequences, but 
increasingly, it’s more like obedience or consequences. If you don’t jump to, come 
around to or somehow reach the conclusions that the powerful want you to, there 
could be consequences. It’s much the same for weak nations versus strong ones... 
obedience or consequences. The powerful say, “your with us or against us” and 
there are consequences if you don’t join their ranks. In both cases, the weak are 
given a chance to accept the pronouncements of the high and mighty, be they 
prophets, holy men, presidents or dictators. If we don’t come around in due time, 
we are mishandled or worse by the powerful. 

Why be surprised and outraged that Iraqis fight from minarets and mosques? 
Aren’t many American and European churches designed like fortresses and 
intended to be used as such if necessary? The older ones look like castles and many 
of the new ones are also substantial. Is not the intent that in times of trouble, 
members would take refuge there to pray and make a last stand? Certainly many 
religious groups are well armed and wouldn’t the main stream ones also be granted 
access to the local armory? After all, the commanders, sheriffs and other law 
enforcement officials are members of the churches and if there was utter chaos and 
anarchy, who do you think they would support? 


Now they are asking us to send notes to the troops in Iraq and thank them for what 
they are doing for us. I definitely wish them peace and a safe return, but I’m not 
sure that I want to thank them for what they’re doing. Once again an interest 
group is creating an obligation to help their cause. If you question anything about 
their program, you are called a traitor. They’ll say just write anything positive 
and comforting ... just don’t question their mission or criticize the war. Not a bad 
scheme and a pretty good form of group think, mind control... meanwhile, 
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W.WJ.B? 


There are people out there, some of them close friend or loved ones, others 
customers or strangers, who have problems and make demands of me. Some are 
lazy, depressed, addicted, uneducated, etc., etc. You tell me that I should help them, 
but while I’m working for them and you, I can’t do what I think I was put on this 
planet to do. You call that selfish and you may be right, but I think I’ll ignore your 
advice this time. I agree that any humanitarian act is a good thing, but you would 
have me spending too much of my time on works that you deem good. Meanwhile, 
you support bombing and killing Arabs all over the world and if I say I would like 
to send money to those unfortunates, you say I am supporting terrorism. You call 
me self-centered, which I guess I am, but so are you, and when you tell me that I 
must do this or that, I should simply reply, do it yourself. All the rushing around 
I’ve done for all these years has only resulted in a thousand minor bumps, scrapes, 
cuts and bruises and for what? Individually they didn’t hurt that much, but 
combined, they have left me arthritic and in chronic pain. It’s been death by a 
thousand paper cuts, all so that we can own more and owe more. 


Strange how all the time we were fighting the commies in Viet Nam, bombing 
villages and killing men, women and children, they weren’t getting weaker... nor 
were there sponsors in Russia and China. They actually seemed to get stronger... it 
wasn’t until we withdrew that the evil empire began to crumble... I wonder if this 
will repeat itself in the Middle East? Your argument that we have to fight, fight, 
fight holds less water than you think... sometimes we “win” when we don’t fight. 

A young Israeli soldier has been captured by the Palestinians... In response, the 
Israeli’s have “arrested” fifty-three members of Hamas and mounted an offensive in 
the Gaza Strip. Bush has cautioned both sides to use restraint and he has praised 
the Israelis for the excellent implementation of their operation. I hate to tell you, 
but you can’t do a “good job” in a military operation... it’s an oxymoron, to kill 
people and blow things up and refer to it as a “good job.” 

Meanwhile, five members of the US military in Iraq have been accused of raping a 
young Iraqi woman, murdering her, burning her body and killing three members of 
her family to cover up their crime... an investigation is underway. So what’s worse, 
atrocities by Iraqis against Iraqis, by Iraqis against Americans or by Americans 
against Iraqis... I’d say they’re all sickening. Here at home, my wife told me that 
they had a nice Fourth of July church service, but she said it wasn’t as nice as the 
one two or three years ago... I kept my mouth shut, as there’s no use arguing over 
such things, but the service three years ago seemed to me to be nothing more than a 
war rally and I found it rather disgusting... I am indeed part of a very small 
minority. 
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I’d rather not state the obvious and say that you are better than A1 Qaeda, that just 
makes you more gung ho and truthfully I think you both stink out loud and 
shouldn’t be encouraged in the least. 

We’ve been encouraged and enticed to drive gas guzzlers for generations... it may 
not have been contrived as such, but it’s turned out to be a pretty good way to 
persuade many Americans that we need to fight to keep distant oil fields in 
“friendly” hands. 

Toby Keith comes on the TV and I have to turn the channel, I will not watch this 
Arab hater. You tell me that’s not true, but I see his music increasingly jingoistic 
and I can only surmise what seems true to me. If he doesn’t hate Arabs, perhaps he 
only like Arabs that submit and have been straightened out... to me that’s pretty 
much the same as hating Arabs. 

The expert on Fox says we are in World War IV and we should be doing less 
bombing and working harder to overthrow the regimes of these rogue nations. He 
mentions all the usual suspects; Iran, North Korea and Syria and says they don’t 
even feed their own people and the people hate the government. He leaves out 
Israel, which is logical since this is the corporate media, but I think the Palestinians 
hate their occupying government as much as any of those nations people hate the 
tyrants that rule them. Time will tell if we’ve been hugely successful or if we’ve 
sown the seeds of you know what...? 

More shit hitting the fan in the Middle East, Hamas and Hezbulah kill eight 
Israelis... mostly soldiers. In retaliation, Israel kills about 100 Arabs... most of 
them civilians, but all over the US TY and newspapers, the Arabs are called the 
terrorists...

Where are the people that lived on this land... our property... well since 
their ancestors were largely exterminated, there are very few of them left. They had 
no defense against our weapons and diseases, so they have largely disappeared from 
the landscape. 

Bush might be right in his vision of the world and the Middle East... who knows? 
Time will tell how history will remember him... if at all. He may be the man God 
has selected to be the new sheriff in town, or he may be a rank pretender. 

Perhaps the Arab’s strategy is a long term guerilla war, maybe they think they can 
outlast the US and its allies. Possibly they are not taking into account that the US 
and Israel have nuclear weapons and many of their leaders would rather release all 
of them on the world than to not get their way. Both sides have numerous people 
who would rather there be no world at all, than one where they are not pre-eminent. 

For those that say we have to be pre-emptive and destroy the “enemies” capability 
to injure us before they can utilize it. That makes sense, but if we do not address 
root causes of these conflicts, we may find that we run out of the money and the 
means to constantly preempt all the real and perceived threats that are out there. 

Does Israel have the right to exist? That’s up to God, not us... if God wants Israel 
to last forever, than if certainly will... I know that I’ve had it drummed into my 
skull that Israel’s survival is just about job one for God. If the Book of Revelation 
and other Bible books that say Israel will survive as a nation is true, than the little 
nation will undoubtedly flourish . . . 

Funny how with all the shelling and missiles flying back and forth between Israel 
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and Lebanon, I have yet to see any American pundit criticize the Israelis. It sure 
would be nice if the pundit were given the “opportunity” to declare their biases. 

Like on the financial networks, where market mavens now routinely declare if they 
have a position on a stock they are recommending or panning. I’m not saying it 
should be mandatory... this is a free country and to force people to disclose their; 
religion, political affiliation, ethnicity or other things that could create a bias on 
their part would be wrong... but it would be enlightening to know more about them 
than what noble sounding think tank they belong to. Meanwhile the neocons take 
advantage of our freedom of speech to distort and twist the truth, pretzel like as 
they fill the airwaves with rank propaganda. 

I’m not so much a “hyphenated” American as I’m an “asterisked” American. As an 
Arab American, I’m treated well enough... but there’s always a tinge of skepticism 
that I feel is attached to my “heritage”... I’m not saying we haven’t brought it on 
ourselves, but we have been pushed and our brothers lands occupied. Maybe our 
children will live this reputation down... after all they seem fully integrated into 
American society... but then I felt assimilated too until I was in my twenties. 

You’ve had the so called luxury of being able to kill others in such numbers that 
they have to submit. That’s why my step father, my wife’s step father and my good 
friend all have made an almost identical statement, “we just haven’t killed enough 
of them.” My buddy at least has the tact to say it’s a shame, while the other fellows 
show considerably less remorse over the prospect. You have always had the “kill 
ratio” squarely in your favor and despite the losses taken by our side, you have 
consistently inflicted up to ten times the casualties on your “enemies.” Perhaps this 
will continue, perhaps it will not... and if it doesn’t, I expect that your “enemies” 
will be loathe to grant you the mercy you have denied others in your beloved all out 
wars. 

Meanwhile the various components of the propaganda machine play on... 
reinforcing the concept that we have to kill more, “while we can, before it’s too 
late... while we have the upper hand... before they get nukes.” One thing that 
comes to mind is that the jingoes never want to negotiate, except with the intent of 
getting everything they are demanding. As long as they have the monopoly on 
nuclear annihilation, they can go through the motions of negotiating and expecting 
to get their way entirely or almost. 

There’s nothing wrong with negotiating with the goal of achieving your intentions, 
but your moral high ground is questionable when you fully intend to exercise your 
military options if you don’t get damn near everything you are demanding. You 
justify rolling out the military option because by constantly pointing out that you’re 
the good guys and they’re the bad guys. That is certainly true some of the time, and 
may be true most of the time, but you’re not right all the time. 

If you vanquish all of your “enemies” new ones will arise... even if they are your 
brothers or cousins... that is human nature. Just look at the Arabs and Israelis... I 
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don’t think they are so different ethnically and the Bible even calls them both 
descendent of Abraham, yet because neither side has learned to solve their problems 
peacefully, they have been at their brothers throats for thousands of years. The 
point is... talk, don’t shoot. 


I think the Palestinians should use peaceful means, since violent resistance may not 
have gained them anything. On the other hand, I wouldn’t expect them to listen to 
me and I’m certainly not surprised that they’ve used violent methods... who hasn’t? 

Nic Robertson CNN report’s that “so far” 190 some odd Lebanese have been killed, 
only one confirmed as a Hezbulah fighter... that means a lot of Lebanese civilians 
have been blown up. He reports that 24 Israeli’s have been killed, 14 of them 
soldiers... so tell me, who is waging war on innocent civilians? I know that 
Hezbulah is accused of starting this, but what came first the chicken or the egg? If 
blowing up innocent civilians is terrorism, there should be no excuses... both sides 
are guilty of terrorism... don’t give me any excuses? 

Looking at the Christians and Muslims, each side have perhaps equally bloody 
histories. If you add up all the people murdered by either side, you’d be shocked 
and appalled. Currently the west offers it’s citizens better systems of justice, human 
and economic rights, although it’s far from perfect and could learn a few things 
from Islam. 

I don’t agree with the jihadis tactics, but I can’t say I’m surprised they employ 
them... what are the supposed to do, line up on a battle field so the crusaders can 
blow them to kingdom come? 

The UN is the ultimate toothless tiger ... the world is dominated by the US and those 
that influence it. Amerika is stymied only by the Russians and Chinese, because of 
their ability to possibly to repel an attack and give us a taste of our medicine. On 
any other country, we are quite willing to unleash the dogs of war to get our way. 

These friends and family that say “we just haven’t killed enough Arabs... you have 
to keep killing them until they give up, that’s how you get peace.” Well if God’s 
truly on your side, that may be true, but if you’re just greedy, bloodthirsty bastards, 
then you’d watch out... 

I’ve been something of an invisible man, a fly on the wall, as I don’t look 
particularly Middle Eastern. I hear the comments from my countrymen and I 
wonder how prevalent this anti- Arab sentiment is... my impression is that it’s 
ubiquitous. If I only heard the comments occasionally it would be one thing, but I 
hear over and over again, kill them, it’s their fault etc... what am I to think? 

Regarding what’s going on over there now, I am not inclined to speak out too 
publicly. Yes, there is freedom of speech, but there are also severe repercussions 
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possible... the mechanisms are in place and one is safest if he sits down and shuts 
up. Whether it’s Moses or Aaron coming out of the desert telling the natives to hit 
the road or die, or the powerbrokers who controlled the UN making it clear that the 
land of milk and honey will be given to the Zionists, the result is the same, screw the 
Arabs. This highly touted freedom of speech is used as much to weed out the 
“opposition” as it is to ensure freedom and democracy... the elite have long ago 
figured out how to use it to their advantage. 

Shepherd Smith of FOX is talking adoringly about the Israeli artillery, as it pounds 
the Lebanese people... it sounds like he’s getting turned on... meanwhile when the 
Katusha rockets fly overhead, he is disgusted and seems to have very little sympathy 
for the Lebanese. He even said he finds something or other related to the artillery 
fascinating. 

Does the end justify the means and is your end goal even just and right? I question 
both of these things. 

Is negotiation another form of occupation? I heard that remark made by an Israeli 
Arab on TV, who said that he is a second class citizen. It makes me think that is 
certainly can prolong an occupation, or it might help end it. 

There are some very definite structural problems in the Middle East; mistreatment 
of women, minorities, domestic servants, workers in general, young boys who are 
virtually sold as camel jockeys etc. But is the answer to invade them to make them 
change? 

Now Tyre and Beirut are being bombed... how many cities and towns have been hit 
by American munitions, either by us, or by our proxies? You will be beaten into 
submission ... The Israelis describe their attacks as pinpoint, but they’ve killed 600 
Lebanese civilians so far... so much for pinpoint. Some say a political solution is the 
only way to achieve peace... but when the two sides are so far apart is that possible? 
The Israelis know that the can nuke every major city in the Muslim world if they 
have to... I believe them if they say they don’t want to, but I think they will if they 
“have to.” 

The Protocols of the Elders, statements by George Washington, Ben Franklin, US 
Grant etc. have been discredited... but why should I automatically respected the 
dis-accreditation? Meanwhile you guys change with the wind., one generation 
you’re murdering them and the next you’re bowing to them. 

I’m not saying the Arab cultures shouldn’t change, I’m just saying that bombing 
them into oblivion to make them change isn’t the answer. Why kill the patient on 
the operating table, when you’re more likely to help them get better with a holistic 
approach? Of course if you don’t give a damn if they get better anyway and are just 
using that argument as an excuse, it’s another story. 
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Our society needs improvements too, so I hope no one decides to bomb us back to 
the stone age in an effort to make us see the light. Of course at the present time, it’s 
unlikely anyone could do that to us... but we are always planting seeds, always 
making a bed to lie in. You might say that we just need tweaking and they need an 
overhaul... personally I think we could all use an overhaul. 

July 30, 2006... UN removes observers from the border several days after four UN 
observers had been killed by an Israeli air strike. People ask why would Israel have 
bombed the UN outpost? It just wouldn’t make any sense they say on cue... well 
congratulations Israel you got what you wanted. The observers are gone and the 
brutality by the Israelis may no be ratcheted up even further. 

The Israelis and western powers have everyone convinced that their intent is to kill 
only “terrorists” and that collateral damage is an unfortunate, but necessary cost of 
“doing business.” Hezboolah on the other hand claims the right to use inaccurate 
missiles to achieve their goals... in both cases the dead civilians pay the price. 

The collateral damage argument holds a lot more water, when it’s not your people 
being blown up... 

You can kill most of the Muslims in the world and gain a respite from “terrorism”, 
but how do you know that you’ve killed virtually all of those who are against your 
occupation of their lands and willing to continue their resistance? Unless you hunt 
the remaining Muslims down everywhere and kill them, you are unlikely to achieve 
the peace and security that you desire. Chances are you will mostly kill innocent 
people and of those who are left, how will you know that you haven’t made them 
even more fanatical? 

Last week, the Israelis killed about sixty civilians in one or two building in Qana, 
Lebanon. They apologized, but said there were Hezbulah rocket launchers 
nearby... their American mouth piece on corporate TV said this might complicate 
an already complicated peace process. I see this “peace process” as being about as 
sincere as our negotiations with the native Americans were. 

First of all, is Israel even a legitimately established nation? Well, if nations can be 
established by international edict and force then it certainly is... but that’s how 
nations often fall as well. How lone will they remain “legitimate?” Perhaps as long 
as they and their champions have the force of arms to elevate them over other 
people in the region. 

I doubt that many of my compatriots feel this way, but I fear my own government 
more than a nuclear armed Iran. The local authorities can grab me on real or 
trumped up charges any time they want and throw me to the wolves. In American 
prison’s many inmates are sexually assaulted... that threat is a good way to keep the 
sheeple in line. Most white’s never have to contend with the “system”, unless they 
smoke pot or commit violent crimes, but the possibility of incarceration is still there. 
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If I refuse to pay my “share” of the taxes pay for our own nuclear “deterrent” and 
for the conventional bombs that are killing my Arab cousins, I will be thrown in the 
clink... that after I’ve been robbed of everything. 

Meanwhile, what do the words “nuclear deterrent” really mean? I think they have 
two meanings... one is a legitimate deterrent against a nuclear strike against us and 
in classic double speak it also means, piss us off and we’ll turn your country into a 
sea of glass. 

It seems like the average American is all for widening the war on “terror” and 
bombing the hell out of Iran, Syria and any other Muslim country that doesn’t cow 
tow to the US and Israel. If you don’t like baklava, humus and falafel, then you’re 
likely to find nothing nice about any Middle Easterners except the Israelis... 
because the Bible tells you so. 

Ironic how almost five years to the day after the 9/11 attacks, the movie 9/11 is 
scheduled to be released. For several years, the opinion was that this appalling 
terrorist attack shouldn’t be capitalized on. Now the “powers that be” in Hollywood 
have decided that it’s not only time, but they should time it’s release to achieve the 
maximum impact that they need to encourage American’s to further hate Muslims 
and to simultaneously reap the greatest box office receipts. 

Press Secretary Tony Snow, turned the reporters question around and snuffed 
him... “are you saying that Israel has anything to do with what’s going on in Iraq 
and Afghanistan?” It shut the man down... since if he had answered anything other 
than “of course not”, he could be labeled an anti-Semite and loose all “credibility” 
in this bastion of free speech. 

Ironic how they’ll bomb the hell out of you and then bring in food and fuel to 
alleviate the human suffering. 

What’s worse a society that oppresses it’s own people like the Bathist’s and North 
Koreans, or a society that occupies the lands of others and oppresses those native 
peoples like the US and Israelis? One thing I believe is that the Israelis and 
American’s treat their own people better than the Bathist’s and North Koreans 
treat theirs. We’re far from perfect, but we’re much better than those countries 
when it comes to their own subjects human rights. 

Provocateurs, profiteers and war mongers stoke the fire of war in the middle east. 
From arms dealers to religious zealots clamoring for Armageddon and rapture they 
stoke the fire. 

If I am an anti-Semite than most Americans are anti-Arab Semites... but I guess 
Arab Semites do not deserve the same respect as their fellow Semites the Jewish 
people.

As long 
as we are there the Taliban’s brutality and support for them, from a cross-section of 
the population will continue. Islama-fascist states like the Taliban are brutal, and 
the rule of law is replaced by intimidation and murder. Our system on the other 
hand, offers due process - supposedly, but we are also in the final analysis, ruled by 
force and intimidation. We either have big brother or the nanny state telling us 
what we can do and when we can do it and what to do with our money and the elite 
among them decide how our money is spent. If we don’t like it. The sanctions are 
severe financial ruin and eventual imprisonment, where many are subjected to 
humiliation and sexual assault - that’s a pretty good control mechanism to keep us 
in line.
